Mothballed liner gets call for up-coast run

PORT HARDY — The 1,000-pas¬ 
senger Queen of Surrey will be on 
the Port Hardy-Prince Rupert run 
next year. 

B.C. Ferry Corporation general 
manager Charles Gallagher said 
Thursday that the former Swedish 
cruise ship, bought in 1974 and in 
mothballs for several years, would 
cost $5 million to convert for ser¬ 
vice on the northern run and that 
she would be the ideal'vessel for 


-the already-overcrowded service. 

Gallagher said he persuaded the 
corporation board of directors of 
the feasibility and economic 
soundness of his proposal during 
Thursday afternoon’s board meet¬ 
ing. 

The first hint that the Queen of 
Surrey could be on the run next 
year came from Premier Bennett 
during a brief speech given to a 
crowd of around 500 to mark the 
opening of a new $2.5 million 
ferry terminal at Bear Cove, a few 
miles from Port Hardy.

The opening of the new terminal 
also coincided with the inaugural 
summer run of the Queen of 
Prince Rupert, which was built lor 
the Vancouver Island to Prince 
Rupert run. 

The premier told the crowd, 
which included civic officials from 
Alert Bay, Port MeNeill, Port 
Hardy and Mount Waddington re¬ 
gion, that the opening of the ter¬ 
minal was just the start of a 
transportation and tourist system 
for Bear Cove. 


“1 understand the board of 
directors of the ferry corporation 
will be discussing the possibility^^ 
reactivating the Queen of Sur¬ 
rey, which has double the capacity 
of the Rupert, and bringing her on 
to the run,” he said. 

Gallagher said the package he 
intended to present to the board 
included a request for $3 million 
for a ferry terminal at Skidegate 
in the Queen Charlottes.

Physician 
appeared 
to be drunk

ALERT BAY — Veteran local doctor Jack Pickup 
was accused of being drunk and smoking a cigar 
while attempting to massage a girl’s heart back to life 
by aunts of the dead girl, at a coroner’s inquest Thurs¬ 
day. 

Vera Cranmer and Eva Cook were testifying at 
the inquest in the Jan. 22 death of Renee Smith, 11, 
who died of a ruptured appendix five days after being 
admitted to St. George’s Hospital. 

“The sight of Dr. Pickup massaging my niece’s 
heart in an attempt to revive her with a cigar sticking 
out of the comer of his mouth really upset me,” Mrs. 

Cook said. 

Earlier, Mrs. Cranmer 
had testified she saw the 
docter sitting at a nurses’ 
station a shim distance from 
Renee's bed while nurses ap¬ 
plied an oxygen mask to the 
girl's face and fought a des¬ 
perate battle to save her 
life. 

“I thought it was very 
careless of the doctor to be 
smoking a cigar in an area 
covered with ‘no smoking’ 
signs," she said. 

“I have reason to believe 
he was not sober,” she testi¬ 
fied. “He swayed quite vis¬ 
ibly as he made his way to 
the girl's bed." 

Mrs. Cranmer, giving tes¬ 
timony before a courtroom 
audience that included 
Renee's mother and father, 
said she was disgusted Pick¬ 
up would be “sitting smok¬ 
ing a cigar at a time when 
my niece was fighting for 
her life.” 

She said Pickup told her he 
was sorry what had hap¬ 
pened to Renee, “but her 
heart just gave out.” 

The witness said shortly 
after the girl's death Pickup 
told a nurse to give the fam¬ 
ily some sedatives but when 
the nurse handed over an 
envelope containing only 
three pills, the doctor said 
“give them lots, give them 
plenty, make sure there's 
plenty for everybody.” 

The witness said she was

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Eight radio stations and two 
.television stations in the 
Vancouver area were char¬ 
ged Thursday with conspir¬ 
ing to fix advertising prices 
between June 30, 1976, and 
Dec. 1, 1977. 

The Combines Investiga¬ 
tion Branch of the federal 
department of consumer and 
corporate affairs charges 
that the stations conspired to 
lessen competition in the 
sale or supply of radio and 
TV broadcast time for ad¬ 
vertising. 

Named in the charge are 
television stations BCTV and 
CKVU, New Westminster 
radio station CKNW, Van¬ 
couver radio stations CHQM, 
CKWX, CJOR, CJVB, CFUN 
and CKLG and CJJC Lang¬ 
ley. 

Also named are the sales 
managers of the stations at 
the time the alleged conspir¬ 
acy took place. All the ac¬ 
cused are to appear in court 
June 12.

Roberts demonstrates socket wrench now worth a fortune 

Inventor wrenching

millions from Sears 
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CHICAGO (AP) — Sears, Roebuck and 
Co. was ordered by a federal judge Thurs¬ 
day to return all profits from the sale of a 
socket wrench — possibly in excess of $60 
million — to its 34-year-old inventor, Peter 
Roberts. 

A lawyer for the giant retailer said the 
order would be appealed. “We certainly 
will appeal,” said Robert Shoup. "The 
estimated amount of money involved is 
totally inaccurate.” 

Shoup said, however, he did not know 
what the exact profits were. 

LOUIS DAVIDSON, Roberts's lawyer, 
said the settlement, including interest, 
“could well be more than $60 million.” 

A year ago, a federal jury ruled that 
Sears had obtained Roberts' patent fraud¬ 
ulently. The jury awarded him $1 million. 
The company lost an appeal, and the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to hear the case. 

Since then, Roberts, owner of a delica¬ 
tessen in Chattanooga, Tenn., has contin¬ 
ued to try to get his contract with the U.S.’s 
largest retailer rescinded. Roberts patent¬ 
ed a socket wrench 16 years ago. when he 
was 18, and sold the rights to Sears for 
$ 10 , 000 . 


U.S. DISTRICT COURT Judge George 
Leighton cancelled that contract Thurs¬ 
day, ordered the patent returned to Ro¬ 
berts and ruled that the inventor is entitled 
to all profits Sears made on the wrench. 

“Sears was ordered to account to Ro¬ 
berts for all profits the company made on 
the” sale of the wrench from May, 1964, 
when the prototype was first submitted, to 
the present,” said John Davidson, a lawyer 
who worked with his father, on the case. 

“During the trial, records submitted 
showed that Sears up to then had sold 25 
million wrenches and made $44 million 
profit,” John Davidson said. 

AFTER THE RULING Thursday, Ro¬ 
berts said: “It shows how a small man can 
receive justice even against an enormous 
corporation if right is on his side. Right is 
the strongest weapon a person can have.” 

Roberts said after the first award he 
never would have sued Sears if "they had 
been honest with me in the first place. 
They told me at the'start that there wasn’t 
much need for my wrench and it probably 
would not sell very well.”

who is in the Conservative 
cabinet. 

“We thought It only proper 
that the bureaucracy let him 
know about the coinci¬ 
dence,” St.-Laurent said. 

Clark's office then decided 
the changes should be de¬ 
ferred, pending a review by 
a Tory minister. The old gov 
emment agreed to the post 
ponement. ' 

The changes, opposed by 
Conservatives at the time, 
create new categories of in¬ 
surance claimants and in¬ 
crease the number of weeks 
persons have to work before 
they qualify for benefits. 

The Conservative alterna¬ 
tive would pay lower bene¬ 
fits to claimants without de¬ 
pendents. Officials estimate 
this would in a year reduce 
benefits to about 1.8 million 
persons — 73 per cent of 
claimants — for an $850 mil¬ 
lion saving. 


St.-Laurent said the UIC 
bureaucracy was all geared 
up to implement the changes 
Sunday. 

Tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars have been spent mainly 
on new computer program¬ 
ming. 

Although Conservatives 


agreed unemployment in¬

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
royal commission report on 
electoral reform recom¬ 
mends salary increases of 
$3,000 a year plus increases 
in tax-free expense allow- 
Alces for British Columbia’s 
57 MLAs. 

The report, which has not 
been tabled in the legisla¬ 
ture, recommends salaries 
be Increased to $18,000 a 
year. MLAs also receive $8,- 
000 tax free for expenses and 
the report recommends an 
increase in the expense al¬ 
lowance based on the size of 
a riding and the distance 
from Victoria. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that B.C. follow other 
provinces ^and remove the 
automatic voting privlledge 
for British subjects, who are 
allowed to vote after a year’s 
residency in Canada. This 
would mean only Canadian 
citizens will be allowed to 
vote in future B.C. elec¬ 
tions. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that campaign dona¬ 
tions to provincial political 
parties be made tax deduct¬ 
ible. The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment already plans to in¬ 
troduce legislation this 
session to make this provi¬ 
sion rectroactive to before 
the May 10 provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

Judge Lawrence Eck- 
ardt’s interim report in¬ 
creased the size of legisla¬ 
ture to 57 seats from 55 
seats. 

New Democratic MLAs- 
Charles Barber of Victoria 
and Graham Lea of Prince 
Rupert expressed surprise 
that the report had been 
made public before being ta¬ 
bled in the house. 

Both agreed that the take- 
home pay of MLAs is consid-. 
erably distorted. 

“I don’t think any MLA 
would be concerned about a 
raise in pay if the $24,000 
($16,000 plus $8,000 tax free) 
was supplemented by more 
generous expenses,” Barber 
said. “Up-country MLAs de¬ 
finitely require some kind of 
a break on their travelling 
expenses and urban MLAs 
need more assistance on 
their actual expenses." 

Lea said MLAs “would 
rather underpay ourselves 
than face the wrath of the 
electorate. .. The fact is 
that on an hourly basis for. 
work done, B.C. MLAs aren't 
very much above the mini¬ 
mum wage." 


TORY JOB-CUT ‘ADVISER’ 
SAYS HE’S HOAX VICTIM 


OTTAWA (CP) — A Toronto business¬ 
man, reported to have been asked by Joe 
Clark’s office for advice on eliminating 
excess public service jobs, says he is the 
victim of a hoax. 

Steven Shaw of Steven Shaw Associates, 
job placement firm, said he received 
a call last week from someone allegedly 
from the Conservative leader's office ask¬ 
ing how the party could carry out a pledge 
to cut 60,000 jobs from the civil service. 


Donald Doyle, Clark’s press secretary, 
said Thursday the whole thing was hoax. 

“Nobody has called Shaw,” he said. 

“Nobody knows Shaw.” 

Shaw, who says he would be happy to 
take on the job, says he was suspicious 
about the call. 

But, he adds, “you have to take the 
caller’s word as gospel truth when you’re 
on the telephone." 


Mechanics 
spot failing 
DC-10 pylon

CHICAGO (AP) — Two United Airlines mechan¬ 
ics who found failures in an engine mounting on a 
grounded DC-10 said Thursday that they feel the 
engine eventually would have fallen off the air¬ 
plane. 

“It gives you a funny feeling in the pit of your 
stomach,” said mechanic Ernest Gigliotti, whose 
discovery may have prevented another disaster such 
as last Friday’s Chicago crash that killed 274 per¬ 
sons. 

“If left, I think eventually it would have been a 
very serious condition,” added Gigliotti, 31, a United 
mechanic for more than 10 years. “The pylon would 
have separated from the wing.” 

HIS FELLOW MECHANIC. 13-year-veteran 
Lorin Schluter, agreed. 

The two men found cracks in the pylon spar 
webbing — a horizontal reinforcing plate at the top of 
the pylon that mounts to the wing. That led the FAA 
to ground all such U.S.-registered jets for more 
extensive inspections. 

The United mechanics also found fasteners as 
well as some of the bolts in the rear mounting 
mechanism sheared off, and a missing bolt, Gigliotti 
said. 

United said further inspection of the DC-10 after 
the groundings also turned up a crack in one of two 
braces that support the reinforcing plate. 

WHILE INSPECTING the rear pylon engine 
mount that attaches to the wing, Gigliotti said he saw 
metal powder which led him to believe “the bearing 
might have been loose or wearing out." 

The aft mount stabilizesthe entire engine assem¬ 
bly, Gigliotti said. " . 

He said he then pushed on the front of the 
massive engine while Schluter watched the real' 
pylon mount for abnormal movement. 

“Normally there is no side-to-side movement," 
Schluter said. But there was. “It looked like some¬ 
thing was wrong. ..," said Gigliotti. "We knew we 
had trouble.”

FAA confirms 
dream report 
of air disaster 

CINCINNATI (UPI) — Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration officials have confirmed that a Cincinnati 
man’s premonitions of an airplane disaster were 
uncannily similar to last Friday’s crash that killed 
274 people. 

David Booth says he had nightmares about an 
American Airlines plane crash for 10 nights before a 
DC-10 smashed into the ground near Chicago. 

He told the Cincinnati Enquirer he was so dis¬ 
traught over the nightmares that he called Greater 
Cincinnati Airport authorities, who relayed the de¬ 
tails to FAA officials in Atlanta three days before the 
crash. 

ONE FAA OFFICER described similarities be¬ 
tween Booth’s dreams and the disaster as uncanny. 

"There was never any doubt to me that some¬ 
thing was going to happen," Booth, 23, told the 
Enquirer. “It wasn’t like a dream. It was like 
standing there watching the whole thing — like 
watching television.” 

Booth, an office manager for a car rental 
agency, said the dream bothered him for 10 nights 
before the Chicago crash. He said he would see an

In the centre of Salisbury, 
about 150 blacks draped a 
placard around the neck of 
ttie 7.4 metre-high statute of 
Cecil Rhodes, the English 
explorer-entrepreneur who 
founded Rhodesia, reading: 
“This Space to Let.” 

: About 30 minutes later, 
about seven white toughs ar¬ 
rived at the statue where the 
blacks were peacefully sing¬ 
ing. The whites called the 
blacks names. Then three of 
them climbed up the statue, 
ripped off the sign and threw 
it to the ground.

Police arrest¬ 
ed two of the whites and one 
shouted to the white police¬ 
men: “Look! I'm one of 
you!" 

After a brief struggle the 
two whites were handcuffed 
and driven away. Black or¬ 
ganizers dispersed their fol¬ 
lowers.

BOOTH SAD) HE ALSO called American Air¬ 
lines and a psychiatrist at the University of Cincin¬ 
nati. FAA officials in Atlanta also heard about the 
dreams, and recalled them after the crash. 

“It was uncanny," said Jack Barker, public 
affairs officer for the FAA southern region, told the 
newspaper. "There were differences (between the 
dreams and the actual crash), but there were many 
similarities." 

For instance. Booth described the airline by 
name — American — and the way the plane crashed 
— inverted. 

Barker said he remembered that Booth de¬ 
scribed the plane in bis dreams as a “three-engine 
aircraft.” The DC-10 has three engines. The crash 
site in Booth's dreams also was similar to the one in 
Chicago. 

THERE WERE discrepancies. Booth said he 
thought in his dreams the crash occurred on landing, 
rather than takeoff, as in Chicago. Booth also said 
the number "40” kept popping into his head, as did 
the name of Danbury, North Carolina. No signifi¬ 
cance has been established for either of those de¬ 
tails. 

Booth told the Enquirer the dreams have now 
stopped. 

"How can you make any sense out of something 
like that?" said Booth. “There's no explanation for 
it. No meaning. No conclusion. It Just doesn’t make 

sense.” 


‘Disgusted’ 


The brief radio and televi¬ 
sion address by the country’s 
first black prime minister, 
along with a government ga¬ 
zette proclamation, were the 
only official acts marking 
the inception of the new state 
— which is saddled from 
birth with international iso¬ 
lation, escalating civil war 
and factional rivalries. 

At a news conference, Ian 
Smith said he had "no re¬ 
grets" about the 15 years he 
led the white minority 
through rebellion against 
Britain, international eco¬ 
nomic sanctions and escalat¬ 
ing guerrilla war. 

He described the time as 
“stimulating and challeng¬ 
ing” and a period historians 
would find "great and glori¬ 
ous.” But he made clear he 
was not ceding white power 
willingly: “I have no com¬ 
punction in saying to you we 
would have preferred to 
have an evolutionary pro¬ 
cess that would have taken 
more time than the process 
we were forced into." 

The foremost challenge 
facing Muzorewa is to con¬ 
vince the United States and 
Britain that the black-ma¬ 
jority rule they have de¬ 
manded in Rhodesia has 
begun.

so disgusted by what she 
saw and heard she did not 
say anything to the doctor. 

Several relatives testify¬ 
ing at the sixth day of the 
hearing said they were given 
conflicting information by 
hospital staff about Renee's 
condition. 

Mrs. Crahmer, who 
worked in the hospital kit¬ 
chen two days while her 
niece was a patient, said she 
was told on one occasion by 
Pickup he thought Renee's 
bowel had collapsed. 

The dead girl’s father, Ri¬ 
chard Smith, said when 
nurses brought the oxygen 
tank to his daughter’s bed- 
judy it wap empty and an- 
Ttffc r one had to be found. 
The doctor's stethoscope 
was also malfunctioning and 
had to be replaced. 

“I asked Pickup tf she was 
going to be all right," he 
testified. "He said, ‘I don’t 
know, I haven't looked at 
her chart.’” 

Smith said after the oxy¬ 
gen mask was applied Pick¬ 
up left and when he returned 
he started checking the girl’s 
heart. He pumped it three 
times and then started pok¬ 
ing, her fingers. 

“I asked what are you 
doing? She's already 
dead.” 

He told the jury his daugh¬ 
ter had complained of severe 
stomach pains about 9 p.m. 
on Jan. 22 and he asked a 
nurse to contact the doctor, 
but Pickup did not come to 
the hospital at that time. 
Instead, he gave the nurse 
instructions to give his 
daughter two needles. 

About an hour later he was 
again summoned when 
Renee's breathing became 
more labored. 

“The nurse came in to the 
room, looked at the intrave¬ 
nous bottle, opened a window 
and dashed to the phone." 

Earlier, Mrs. Cook told the 
jury about her unsuccessful 
efforts to have Renee trans¬ 
ferred to another hospital.

Dr. June Mills of Saskat¬ 
chewan, who has consider¬ 
able background In medical 
practice in Indian villages, 
disputed earlier testimony 
by two doctors that Renee's 
death was inevitable. 

"Renee's death was not 
inevitable had the circum¬ 
stances and sequence of 
events being tabled in the 
correct manner," she said. 

The internal specialist tes¬ 
tified that it was not good 
medical practice to allow 
anyone to return home with 
an abdominal pain with 
painkillers and not seeing a 
doctor. “It's just not accept¬ 
able." 

Earlier. Pickup testified 
the child's death came as a 
surprise to him. He origi¬ 
nally suspected bronchitis 
but the tentative diagnosis 
on the medical record was

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The chairman of a presiden¬ 
tial commission Investigat¬ 
ing the accident at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power 
plant said Thursday there 
was “overwhelming evi¬ 
dence” the operators of the 
crippled Pennsylvania plant 
were faced with “a situation 
that none of their training 
prepared them for." 

Chairman John Kemeny, 
who is also president of 
Dartmouth College, said 
during a break in the hear¬ 
ings that the computer 
centre at his campus had 
better instrumentation than 
the control room at Three 
Mile Island. 

Officials of Metropolitan 
Edison, the utility which op¬ 
erates the plant, and of the 
federal Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission testified about 
their involvement in the 
March 28 accident. It was the 
worst nuclear accident in 
U.S. history. 

Kemeny said it was too 
early to reach definite con¬ 
clusions about the accident, 
but he cited Repeated in¬ 
stances of operators being 
faced with circumstances 
they had never seen before. 

“We’ve heard again and 
again that the operators 
were faced with a situation 
that none of their training 
prepared them for,” he said. 
• “There seems to be over¬ 
whelming evidence of 
that.” 

During testimony Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday, utility 


employees who were in the 
plant control room in the 
hours immediately after the 
accident told of how they 
were misled by instrumenta¬ 
tion and said repeatedly that 


they had never been trained 
to deal with the combination 
of events that was occur¬ 
ring.

TORONTO, - Industry needs the 
low dollar to stay competitive in the 
short run, but it is looking for Joe 
Clark's new Conservative government 
to set the stage for long-term pros¬ 
perity. the new president of the Cana¬ 
dian Manufacturers Association says. 

"We rebounded from some bad 
years.” John W. Bulman said in a 
recent Interview. “We have been given 
a breather due to the devaluation of 
the dollar, but if the dollar should rise 
to par with the U.S. we would be in 
trouble again.”

French the one official and 
acceptable language of work 
and education. 

That much is history. 

What isn’t history is the 
alarming way French has 
been taking over in an im¬ 
portant and ever-expanding 
section of Eastern Canada. 

From the start it became 
clear that in the federal pub¬ 
lic service — 500,000 jobs all 
agencies included — French 
was a privileged language. It 
enjoyed the edge, all other 
considerations such as quali¬ 
fications being equal. 

Privilege progressed slow¬ 
ly to preference. 

And French in thousands 
of government jobs became 
a condition of employment.

At the top it became indis¬ 
pensable which meant that 
those who couldn't speak it

what apprehensive about the lust-com¬ 
pleted Tokyo round of multilateral 
trade negotiations, which will set the 
ground rules for international trade 
for most of the rest of the century.

"But that is the way the world is 
going," said Bulman. "We have to try 
to do the best we can to reduce the 
problems that will be encountered and - 
also take advantage'of the world mar¬ 
kets. If we get our own house in order 
we can compete.” 

He said the future remains uneer 
tain, despite the positive indicator that 
manufacturing accounted for almost 
40 per cent of the jobs created in 
Canada during trt**past year. 

Bulman said the new government 
must realize that, while manufac¬ 
turers are now operating at almost 100 
per cent of capacity, serious problems 
remain. 

He did not see the recent spate of 
takeovers and big business mergers as 
a major problem. 

“We have to be concerned over the 
possible loss of head offices. And we 
havd to be concerned that small busi¬ 
nesses will be squeezed out of competi¬ 
tion. 

"But I don’t think big business is 
the main problem. Big government 
comes first.”

Clark team 
campaigned 
for 1 .

Until results from British 
Columbia started coming in 
on election night, it seemed 
possible that the gap might 
be narrow enough for Tru¬ 
deau's attempt to cling to 
power with the same NDP 
prop he used in 1972. The 
wipeout of Trudeau’s candi¬ 
dates in B.C. made the gap 
too large for that. 

, A pari from forcing Tru¬ 
deau to concede defeat, the 
size of the gap in the House 
seats makes possible the 
change of political course 
and management of public 
affairs the 1979 election was 
about. This will, in the long 
run, en^erge as the most im¬ 
portant and lasting result of 
the vote count on May 22. 
Whether this opportunity for 
change is primarily the re¬ 
sult of anti-Trudeau or pro- 
Clark vote docs not really 
matter. With rare excep¬ 
tions (notably in the 1958 and 
1968 elections). Canadian 
‘political contests tend to be 
decided by negative rather 
than positive votes. This 
time the unmistakable, al¬ 
beit cautious, dfsire for 
change may reflect a mix¬ 
ture of the two impulses. In 
any case, individual motiva¬ 
tions of the collective elec¬ 
toral decision are not terri- 
. bly important. 

Joe Clark keeps saying 
that he intends to govern as 
if he had received a major¬ 
ity. He shouldn't find it too 
difficult. The gap of seats 
the election has produced 
gives him a sufficient man¬ 
date. particularly since 
voters’ rejection of the Tru¬ 
deau regime expressed itself 
in the slaughter of 13 cabinet 
ministers and in a virtual 
wipeout of the Liberal party 
in half bf the country. What 
remains of the once mighty 
national political force Tru¬ 
deau seized under false pre¬ 
tences in 1968 is a regional 
rump with no government 
even in PET’sjQuebee tribal 
fortress. A'party so decimat¬ 
ed cannot contemplate, let 
alone fight, an election in 
near future, even if techni¬ 
cally it could combine with 
the other two opposition par¬ 
ties for defeat of the new 
government when Parlia¬ 
ment meets. 

So while Clark will need 
some support from the Op¬ 
position side of the House in 
crucial votes, he won't have 
to worry about getting it. Nor 
does he have to compromise 
his change-of-course pro¬ 
gram to survive. 

If recounts in Vancouver 
and Halifax leave the party 
standings unchanged, the 
Tories can get by with the 
practically assured votes of 
the six remaining Credit- 
istes, regardless of what 
comrades Trudeau and 
Broadbent may do. Ar.d if 
the Tory seat total were to be

reduced in the recounts, it’s 
a safe bet that in important 
votes some of the Opposition 
MPs would simply not show 
up in the House. Moreover, it 
wouldn't surprise me greatly 
if a few veteran Grit back¬ 
benchers, whom Trudeau 
kept overlooking while pro¬ 
moting his “leftist" pro¬ 
teges, were to cross the 
floor. This would not only 
help solve Clark's problem 
of skimpy Quebec represen¬ 
tation, but perhaps also free 
the new government from 
the need for voting support 
from the Opposition. 

Whether or not this hap¬ 
pens when Parliament 
meets in the fall may depend 
on how the Liberal party 
goes about repairing the se¬ 
vere damage it suffered in 
the past 11 years. Since 
practically all its decimation 
is the direct consequence of 
abject surrender to Tru 
deau’s personal domination, 
any serious recovery at¬ 
tempt must start with re¬ 
moval of the cause of the 
ruin. In short, the surviving 


Liberals would have to get 
rid of Pierre Trudeau and 
choose a genuine liberal as 
their new leader. If that does 
not happen soon, Clark may 
yet get the numerical major 
it.v that eluded him by six 
seats. 

In the last Parliament, as 1 
reported on good authority 
last fall, there were close to 
20 Grit backbenchers who 
came close to crossing the 
floor in despair over the pi- 
leup of Trudeau's damage to 
the country and the Liberal 
party. Only one of them 
eventually managed to over¬ 
come personal fear of being 
crushed in such a move by 
the vengeful powerholders. 

About half of these would 
be switchers will be back in 
the new Parliament. All 
good Liberals, they wouldn't 
leave their party if they saw 
a chance of working for its 
regeneration. But if Trudeau 
stays as leader, it shouldn't 
take much inducement to 
make them jump. 

It's an interesting possibil¬ 
ity.

Spider — Driving the Fiat 
2000 Spider roadster took me 
back about 20 years — to 
MGA and Triumph TR3 
days. Does this mean that 
it’s an anachronism left over 
from another generation, 
caught in a kind of time 
warp? In a way, it does, 
because open sports cars are 
a disappearing breed. 

Convertibles have left the 
domestic scene and open 
sports cars seem destined 
for a similar fate. Most driv¬ 
ers would rather just not go 
unprotected against the rav¬ 
ages of environmental deg¬ 
radation such as dirt, dust 
and noise, to say nothing of 
the intimidating effect of 18- 
wheelers rolling a couple of 
metres away from their 
ears. • 

The 2000 Is not a new de¬ 
sign, having been introduced 
some dozen years ago. Dur¬ 
ing that time it has under¬ 
gone three engine enlarge¬ 
ments, starting out at 1.4 
litres, moving to 1.6, then 1.8 
and this year to a full 2 litres. 
It was based on a Fiat 124 


sedan (today’s Lada) com¬ 
ponents, a sturdy heritage 
indeed.

With the left hand on the 
wheel, left foot punching the 
clutch, right hand shifting 
the gears and the right foot 
doing a staccato dance be¬ 
tween accelerator and 
brake, you soon being to 
think you’re Gilles Villen- 
euve. 

Keeping the tachometer in 
the 4,000-6,000 rpm band will 
sip yob through traffic, up 


hills, or best of all, down a 
curving country road at a 
very satisfying rate. It 
makes the price of the car 
almost irrelevant. 

Fuel economy is no why 
one buys a sports car, but we 
obtained a reasonable 11.8 
L/100 km in spirited driv¬ 
ing. 

In summary, the Flat 2000 
Spider is the most modern of 
the diminishing-number of 
moderately-priced open 
sports cars available. At $8,- 
495 (in Toronto), or $8,685 as 
tested because of metallic 
paint, it is about $1,000 more 
than the rival MGB, but be¬ 
cause of its much more mod¬ 
ern design, is probably well 
worth it. 

If you’re keen on open-air 
driving, this roadster is a 
good way to go.

More than six years of ef¬ 
fort, to say nothing of about 
$1.2 million, have gone in to 
the 28-hectare industrial tree 
seed orchard near Blenkin- 
sop Lake, that was officially 
opened in Saanich Wednes¬ 
day by Forests minister Tom 
Waterland. 

The orchard, owned by 
Rayonier Canada Ltd., is a 
major project in the com- 
pany’s long-term tree im¬ 
provement program, ac¬ 
cording to Rodger Manning, 
vice-presient of forest op¬ 
erations. 

The orchard will produce 
high-quality tree seed to be 
used in re-foresting lands 
that the company manages 
on Vancouver Island and the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. In 
addition, it will produce seed 
for member companies of 
the newly-formed Coastal 
Tree Improvement Council. 

Collection of the first seed 
will be within six years, 
Rayonier says. The young 
trees are grown from "plus” 
trees and rooted in green¬ 
houses in the orchard. They 
will planted in drained and 
irrigated fields on the prop¬ 
erty this year. 

Rayonier said that it con¬ 
tinues to hunt for more supe¬ 
rior trees and about 700 of 
these have been identified in 
the coastal region and will 
form the basis of more 
“plus” trees.

help. He estimated he could 
find jobs for about five to 10 
per cent of those Clark would 
want fired. 

“We would try to see If a 
new Job is practical, but if 
not they would join the ranks 
of the Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance Commission people.” 

Shaw said civil servants 
were not the easiest people to 
find jobs for. 

"We could place a Ford 
(Co. of Canada Ltd.) execu¬ 
tive in a week or two. But 
there's a lot of dead wood in 
the civil service. They 
haven't been trained to pro¬ 
duce. Private industries 
won't pay civil service 
wages."

36. was in custody charged 
w ith possession of restricted 
and prohibited weapons and 
possession of an explosive 
substance. His wife, Linda, 
was jailed on outstanding 
traffic and parking warrants 
totalling about $500. 

Hamllton-Wentworth Re¬ 
gional Police Superinten- 
dant George Frid led the 
early morningraids by about 
50 officers armed with 
search warrants. The blitz, 
aimed at the Wild Ones and 
Red Devils motorcycle 
clubs, came after a bombing 
and the discovery, of dyna¬ 
mite and plastic explosives 
in this steel-producing city in 
tlie past week. 

Frid said the charges in¬ 
cluded "drug offences, as¬ 
saulting police, possession of 
expfosiv.es—they found 
three smoke bombs—unre¬ 
gistered weapons, prohibit¬ 
ed weapons, breach of re¬ 
cognizance and committals 
(warrants) and there are 
othqr charges pending." 

The raids, a policeman 
said, "were to show the pub 
lie police have things undej 
control" after murder at- - 
tempts on two teenage girls 
who charged they were 
raped by members of the 
Wild Ones.

Moll was found Monday in 
a 6-by-8-foot room. Earlier 
reports suggested he had 
been locked in, but Manning 
said there were no signs that 
the sister, Agnes, 78, or the 
brother, Raymond, 72, had 
mistreated him. 

"These people seem rea¬ 
sonable, not violent," Man¬ 
ning said. "Maybe they just 
didn't know how to handle 
the situation.”

Moll was taken to the Erie 
County medical centre 
where the director, Dr. Guy 
Alfano, said he was in fair to 
good condition. 

Alfano said Moll “does 
talk to some extent, but he's 
not easily communicative." 

"His sister said he had 
been up there for about 50 
years,” said Bernard 
Boehringer, chief of West 
.Seneca fire district No. 3. 
Miss Moll told officials her 
brother had been mentally 
incompetent for that time. 

Manning said Miss Moll 
went to a neighbor's house 
Monday night to obtain help 
for her recluse brother, who 
had a foot problem. The 
neighbor called the fire de¬ 
partment. 

When police and firemen 
arrived at the Molls' home, 
(hey encountered an "awful, 
unbearable stench," offi¬ 


cials said. Moll was found 
lying in a fetal position with 
his arms and legs drawn up 
to his chest. ^ 

The medical centre would 
give no information on 
Moll's physical condition, 
but he was reported to be In 


an advanced stage of malnu¬ 
trition and had open sores. 

Manning said he believes, 
Moll's physical deterioration 
was a recent development. 
"There’s just no way the 
man could last like that for 
very long." he said.

Kissinger is frustrated

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Henry Kissinger-watcher 
Richard Valeriani says his 
man is troubled. 

“KISSINGER is frustrat¬ 
ed,” says Valeriani, who 
went half a million miles as 
an NBC correspondent with

the former secretary of state 
and who now has told of it in 
a book. Travels With 
Henry. 

"Look what Kissinger’s 
done since leaving office. 
His book writing. His televi¬ 
sion work. Director of the 
North American Soccer Fed¬ 
eration. Consultant to banks 
and universities. All the rest. 
Frustration." 

OTHER Kissinger 
watchers respect Valeriani. 
His book may celebrate the 
wit and wisdom of the Nixon- 
Ford foreign affairs guru. 
But Valeriani has kept a 
journalist's distance. 

. The other reporters with 
Kissinger knew Valeriani 
Tiud been offered the post of 
Kissinger's State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman — and re¬ 
jected it. And, amid the cele¬ 
bration in the book, there Is 
no defence of Kissinger 
' policy. No attack, either. 

“LET HENRY defend 
himself. Let his book do it." 
Valeriani — he is the report¬ 
er who drives the small 
sports car, who is dressed 
suitably foj^Savile Row or 
-Greenwich Village and who 
delights in having actress 
Gina Lollobrigida, wearing a 
pink mink coat, take his pho¬ 
tograph for the book’s jacket 
— grins at the thought of 
Kissinger’s book. 

KISSINGER'S much- 
awaited memoirs of office 
Sfe said tff have been cut to 
1,800 pages — metropolitan 
telephone directory thick 
ness. The manuscript had 


been as fat as Kissinger’s 
pooch, the waddling dog 
named Tyler. 

Valeriani — brown suit, 
check shirt, paisley tie and 

g ray curly hair — sits at a 
ack table in New York's 
Summerhouse restaurant 
and discusses the frustration 
of Kissinger: 

—WILL Kissinger, as is 
sometimes said, run for the 
Senate seat now held by New 
York Republican Jacob 
Javits? Valeriani: “No. He 
doesn't want a primary fight 
with right wing Republi¬ 
cans, 

“And former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller, his 
political and financial pa¬ 
tron, is dead. Rockefeller 
could have smoothed the 
path to the seat for Kis¬ 
singer. Now, Rockefeller's 
gone.” 

Valerian! grins at the 
thought of Kissinger becom¬ 
ing senator and taking a seat 
beside New York Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Patrick Moyni- 
han; “He doesn't want to be 
junior to Pat Moynihan in 
any case." 

— 1 WOULD any non-Ronald 
Reagan right-wing Republi¬ 
can, if elected president, 
pick Kissinger as his secre¬ 
tary of state? Valeriani 
doubts it. 


who recently predicted that 
Britain never would elect a 
woman prime minister, as 
the British have since 
done." 

• -KISSINGER’S future? 

“Let me quote him,” says 
Valeriani. "The constitution 
bars him from running for 
president. But there is noth¬ 
ing that bars him from run¬ 
ning Tor emperor.” 

—WHAT part, pro or con, 
will Kissinger play in Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s campaign to 
have the Senate ratify the 
S.A.L.T. II treaty with Rus¬ 
sia? 

"Salt is not going to pass 
without Kissinger's support. 
And he has to support it ulti¬ 
mately, for much of it Is 
what he has been support¬ 
ing.” 

Valeriani says his book of 
anecdotes on Kissinger is not 
complete. "I have enough 
material left for a Travels 
With Henry 11.” 

For example, there is the 
U.S. ambassador who tells of 
being summoned to Kis¬ 


singer's hotel room during a 
Brussels trip. Kissinger was 
drawing a bath when the 
envoy entered. 

KISSINGER emerged 
from the bathroom without 
his shirt.

On his next appear¬ 
ance from the bathroom, 
Kissinger had no undershirt.

VALERIANI says there 
will be no Travels With 
Cyrus. Current Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vanct is not giv¬ 
ing to Kissinger-type humor, 
Valeriani says. In fact, he 
says, “On the international 
scene now, without Kis¬ 
singer, nobody jokes.”

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Scientists tackle Virgin of Guadalupe Cloak 


By DEBRA BEACHY 

MEXICO CITY (UPI) — It 
was past midnight when the 
two Americans, accompan¬ 
ied by a bishop, a policeman 
and workmen, slipped out of 
the Virgin of Guadalupe Ba¬ 
silica, Latin America's most 
revered shrine. 

The Americans — Jody 
Braht Smith, 36, a philos¬ 
ophy teacher from Pensaco¬ 
la. Fla., and Philip S. Calla¬ 
han, 36, a Gainesville. Fla , 
entomologist and biophysi¬ 
cist — had what they came 
for — 60 pictures of the Vir¬ 
gin of Guadalupe Cloak 
which 300 million Latin 
American Catholics regard 
as miraculous. 

“We worked until after 
midnight under the tightest 
kind of security you can 
imagine,” said Smith, a 
Pensacola Junior College- 
philosphy teacher whose 
idea to study the sacred 
cloak was prompted by re¬ 
cent scientists' reports on 
Italy’s Shroud of Turin. 

“The question came into 
my mind: is there anything 
else in the world like the 
Shroud of Turin? I thought 
about Guadalupe." he said. 

The Shroud of Turin, pres¬ 
erved in that Italian city’s 
cathedral since the 16th cen¬ 
tury, bears a likeness which 
many believe to be that of 
Jesus Christ and is believed 
by man to be Christ's burial 
cloth. The popular belief of 
Latin American Catholics is 
that the Guadalupe Cloak 
shows a miraculously im¬ 
printed image of a dark- 
skinned Virgin Mary. 

Each year millions ot pil- 
rgrims from places as far 
away as Argentina. Peru and 
Brazil come to see the cloak, 
vthich hangs behind the main 
altar at the ultra-modern ba¬ 
silica. 

Smith, who calls himself a 
religious existentialist, says 
he does not believe the cloak 
is necessarily miraculous. 

"In our culture to say 'I 
don't know' means ’no’ and 


I’m not saying that. We may 
never be able to understand 
the cloak, but the way to try 
is to do the research we 
can.” 

Smith, who enlisted the aid 
of Callahan, a U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture scientist 
famed for his studies show¬ 
ing' UFO sightings are 
swarms of glowing insects, 
says he has deeper reasons 
for organizing a scientific 
team to study the cloak. 

“I’m interested in doing 
what William James said 100 
years ago — bringing to¬ 
gether religion and science. 
In our culture we live lives 
that are too compartmenta¬ 
lized:" 

“It’s a miracle we got 
down there to do it,” said 
Callahan, a Catholic. “It was 
the most moving experience 
of my life, just getting that 
close. 1 got the same strange 
feeling others did who 
worked on the Shroud of 
Turin.” 

But Callahan said his faith 
will not influence his study of 
the cloak, Which he said is 
better documented than the 
Shroud of Turin. 

Callahan said a prelimin-

ary report on the pictures, 40 
of them infrared, will be 
ready in 90 days. The infra¬ 
red film will show if there is 
a preliminary artist's draw¬ 
ing under the Virgin's 
image. The other pictures 
will be computer -enhanced 
and studied for clues to the 
image’s origin. 

The 32-inch Image has 
been cited as proof that the 
Virgin Mary appeared to a 
poor Indian, Juan Diego, in 
1331, just' 12 years after 
Spanish conquistador Her- 
nan Cortes invaded Mexico.

Legend says the Virgin, 
who appeared in the guise of 
a dark-skinned Aztec prin¬ 
cess atop Tepeyac Hill, 
asked Diego to urge the local 
bishop to build a church on 
the spot. 

To prove the request came 
from the Virgin, Diego 
picked a bunch of blooming 
roses on the hill, where none 
bloomed in winter. He put 
them inside his tilma — an 
Aztec cloak made from cac¬ 
tus fibres and tied toga-style 
around one shoulder — and 


took them to Bishop Juan de 
Zumarraga 

When the tilma was 
opened, it was found to be 
imprinted with an image of 
the Virgin, her hands 
clasped in prayer, her head 
bowed tq the right, a blue 
wrap covering a long white 
and gold dress, her feet 
planted atop a quarter moon 
held up by an angel. 

Zumarraga built the 
church on Tepeyac Hill and 
put the tilma, which' was 
soon credited with working 
miracles, inside it. The 


church was granted basilica 
status in 1904 by Pope Pius 
X. 

Secular authorities note 
that the apparition, on the 
site of a temple to the Aztec 
goddess Tonatzin, hastened 
the Indians' conversion. 

In 1938. German Nobel 
Prize chemist Richard 
Kuhn, after studying the 
cloak's colors, said he was 
unable to determine their 
basis but concluded they 
were not animal, mineral or 
vegetable dyes. 

In the 1950s, Mexican oph- 


thalmologist Kafael forija 
Lavoignet reported that the 
eyes of the Virgin snowed 
three images of the same 
human face and reflected 
the light of examining in¬ 
struments. 

Smith says he is grateful to 
Mexican church authorities 
who turned down other re¬ 
quests to study the cloak but 
accepted his. 

“I don’t know why they did 
it. It’s baffling. But we won't 
let them down. We're not 
here to tear down anything."

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Parents buck closure of Royal Oak school wing 


About 120 parents of students who will attend 
the restructured Royal Oak school next Septem¬ 
ber signed a petition Thursday night requesting a 
meeting with Saanich school board. 


The parents want to protest the trustees' 
decision Monday to close off the elementary wing 
of the school, thus causing overcrowding in the 
central core area, formerly Royal Oak second¬ 
ary. 


THE PETITION ALSO demanded that no steps be 
taken to close off the wing—which could provide up to 
an extra eight classrooms and full gymnasium facili¬ 
ties—until parents had a chance to meet with trustees to 
air their protest.. 

Under a rationalization program designed to reduce 


costs in the face of declining enrolment at the southern • 
end of the school district, trustees earlier this year 
approved a proposal to redistribute elementary and 
senior secondary students and create a new “middle 
school” at Royal Oak. 

THE NEW SCHOOL will cater to a total of » 
classes, all but two of them from Grades 6, 7 and 8. The 
other two classes are for children with learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

Senior secondary students will be bused to Clare¬ 
mont, while elementary grades will be redistributed 
among Beaver Lake, Prospect Lake and Lochside 
schools, parents have been told. 

For Royal Oak, this will mean that four classes 
each of Grade 6 and 7 students and five classes of Grade 
8 students will have to be catered to. 

PRINCIPAL D.J. McColl told the meeting, called to 
outline plans for courses and staffing under the new 
school plans, that he had counted on being able to use 


the elementary classrooms that would have been 
freed. 

"I am not happy with this, I make no bones about 
it,” he said. “(The trustees’ decision to close the wing) 
came as a complete shock.” 

McCOLL SAID the only saving he could see would 
be the salary of one janitorial assistant, because unused 
buildings tended to deteriorate, and the cost of renovat¬ 
ing the core area of the school to cope with 15 
classes would probably be high. 

He also told parents, who protested it would be a 
“two-bit move,” that math and English classes could be 
held in science, home economics, woodworking and 
metalworking classrooms at a pinch. 

BAND PRACTICE could be held on the stage of the 
lunchroom-cum-basketball court, he said, noting that at 
Parkland middle school, regular classes have been held 
on a stage. 

The principal admitted trustees had been negotiat¬ 


ing wit!?' a Christian secondary school to rent the 
elementary wing, but had dropped the idea after he 
firmly protested that it would destroy the concept of 
having a middle school. 

McColl added that there would be certain advan¬ 
tages in any case for students at Royal Oak because 
those in Grades 7 and 8 would have access to secondary- 
level facilities such as full science labs, metal and 
wood shops and two first-class home economics 
rooms. 

ONE MOTHER REMARKED it was “incredible" 
that Grade 8 girl students were required under the 
provincial curriculum to take cooking and sewing 
classes, while boys were required to take wood and 
metal classes. 

She protested over the sexist aspect of the require¬ 
ment, and did not appear mollified by McColl's assur¬ 
ance that the sexes could switch roles during their 
elective classes.

Thursday and residents and businesses were asked to 
conserve. 

The shortage comes less than a month before the 
peninsula’s $4.6 million water line is scheduled to go 
into use. 


The Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict blamed the situation on 
a steelworkers’ strike in 
Vancouver. 


“The delivery of a pre-fab- 
ricated, steel pumping sta¬ 
tion for Martindale Road 
was delayed because of a 
strike by steel fabricators,” 
CRD chief engineer Norman 
Howard said Thursday in an 
interview. 


Howard said the pumping 
station would probably be in 
place by June 8 and water re¬ 
strictions would be lifted at 
that time, he said. 


"The pumping station at 
Martindale will feed certain 
areas in Central Saanich and 
allow the old line to feed 
the northern end of the pen¬ 
insula,” Howard said.

Airline ready for STOL port 


West Coast Air Services Ltd. has put 
itself in line for the eventual purchase of 
three de Havilland Dash-7 aircraft, for 
delivery in mid-1980. 

Lynn Thow, president of Cromarty Hold¬ 
ings Ltd., owners of West Coast, said in 
an interview from Vancouver Thursday 
that West Coast “would like to be in 
position to take advantage of the situation 
if a STOL field came to fruition in Vic¬ 
toria.” 

Thow said his company took the delivery 
positions several months ago as a re¬ 
sult of lengthy negotiations with de Havil¬ 


land. The planes cost about $5 million 
each. A “position” is not a firm commit¬ 
ment to. purchase. 


West Coast is one of two carriers that 
operate float plane service between the 
Victoria and Vancouver harbors. 


On Wednesday, city sky-watchers saw a 
Dash-7 conduct four low-level landing- 
type approaches at Macaulay Point in 
Esquimau. The demonstration was made 
as part of a transportation symposium 
conducted by the Greater Victoria Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 


The plane, which carries 50 passengers, 
requires a 2,200-foot runway from which 
to operate and the Esquimau site is looked 
upon by some as having that capability. 

The establishment of such a service 
would mean that bigger-capacity planes 
could operate on the route beyond daylight 
hours.

Torquay, has taken over the 
Colonist King Fisherman 
Contest Chinook category 
lead with a 45‘4-pounder he 
caught off Beechey Head 
Wednesday about 5 p.m. 

(See also King Fisherman 
list Page 30.) 

He takes the lead from 
Ken Spoor, who last Friday 
weighed in the first better- 
than-40-pounder of this 
year’s contest—a 4314-pound 
chinook from Beechey 
Head. 

But, Ramkeesoon’s lead 
isn’t likely to hold up much 
longer than Spoor’s did, be¬ 
cause a 50-pounder will 
likely be caught in Sooke 
waters any day now, maybe 
this coming weekend. 

As a Colonist subscriber, 
Ramkeeson is now In line for 
the King Fisherman trophy 
and the Kodak Colorburst 
camera from Colwood 
Pharmacy. For now he wins 
a silver anniversary fun 
decal. 

He will also be a strong 
contender for the Molson 
Fish of the Month and maybe 
Fish of the Year awards, 
because his 4514-pounder 
didn’t come in easily. 

He was fishing alone In his 
21)£-foot boat, about 20 


yards off the Head ran the 
Aldridge Point side,* when 
the big chinook hit his Strip 
Teaser trolled on a downrig- 
ger at 116 feet with 10 pounds 
of weight. 

The action started when 
the fish tripped the line and 
after a terrific battle it man¬ 
aged to get the line snagged 
between the motor and the 
boat. Ramkeesoon tried, but 
he couldn’t free it—and the 
fish kept making new runs 
and he had to feed out line to 
keep it from breaking free. 

He called for help on his 
CB radio and in about half an 
hour he got help from 
Howard Singleton, who had 
been fishing in the Beechey 
Head trap shack area.

Judge Blake Allan heard testimony in 
Victoria provincial court Thursday about 
native Indian rites in which the spiritual 
burning of food was involved. 

Allan is presiding over a case in which 
two members of the Tsartlip Indian band 
of Brentwood Bay, 54-year-old Anderson 
Jack and 51-year-old George Charlie, are 
charged under the B.C. Wildlife Act with 
hunting and possession of a deer out of 
season following a May 26, 1978 incident on 
Pender Island. 

The case is being fought on constitution¬ 
al grounds and was set for two days. 

Tom Sampson, chief of the Tsartlip 
band, testified during the opening day of 
the trial that the spiritual burning of such 
foods as sea urchins, salmon and deer 
meat was done as a means of com¬ 
munication with ancestors. 

He said the reason for the "burning" was 
to stabilize the family, if members of 
the family weren't resting properly. 


“If you don’t do it,” Sampson said, “it 
only invites more problems.” 

Sampson said the Tsartlip band believed 
death wasn't something which happened 
when a person stopped breathing, but that 
people only leave “for a while." 

“They are still present,” he stated. “It’s 
a religious belief.” 

Sampson also testified that if burnings 
weren’t allowed, it would be a tragic 
thing for Tsartlip band families and they 
would deteriorate because there would be 
no nourishment for the spiritual being. 

“It’s not right and it’s a sin not to 
remember those who have died.” 

He also emphasized that burnings were 
done immediately when it came to the 
minds of family members and not as a 
matter of necessity. 

“Once it enters our minds, it has to be 
done,” Sampson stated. 

The case is expected to finish today with 
final arguments set for the afternoon.

Ber-nee Ber-nee bids tearful farewell to hockey

dark glasses and fighting back tears, 
Bernie Parent, one of the National 
Hockey League's outstanding goal- 
tenders, retired Thursday after 14 

years. 

“They tell me I can’t play any¬ 
more," Parent said after an announce¬ 
ment by Keith Allen, general manager 
of Philadelphia Flyers. 

“Ever since the injury happened 
I’ve been hoping for a good report 
from the doctors," he said. “I'm only 
34 and I wanted to play at least five 
more years, but they tell me I can’t." 

Parent suffered the injury Feb. 17 in 
a game against New York Rangers 
when a stick penetrated the eye open¬ 


ing of his mask and struck his right 
eye. • 

He was in hospital for 10 days and 
did not play the rest of the regular 
season or In the playoffs. 

Both owner Ed Snider and Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Vlner, the team physician, said 
Parent was advised to quit because a 
blow to the head or eye could further 
Impair his vision. 

“It's no secret he's had a disabling 
injury,” said Dr. Viner in April. “It is 
- legitimate to call him disabled per¬ 
manently from an insurance stand¬ 
point." 

Snider announced that Parent’s jer¬ 
sey also would be retired during a 
formal ceremony next season. 

Parent's goaltending helped the 


Flyers in 1974 become the first expan¬ 
sion team to win the Stanley Cup, 
and repeat again the following sea¬ 
son. 

Predicting he could continue playing 
until he was 38, Parent once said that a 
goaltender “can play as long as his 
eyes are good.” 

Before being injured, the native of 
Montreal played 38 games last season, 
recording four shutouts. He had 89 
goals scored against him last season 
for a 2.70 average. 

Parent’s career has been plagued by 
serious injuries. The five-foot-10, 187- 
pound netminder suffered an ankle 
injury in 1972 and missed nearly an 
entire season in 197S because of a neck, 
disc operation that some say per¬ 


manently robbed him of his great re¬ 
flexes. 

Parent set NHL records for games 
started and won in 1973-74 and for 
playoff shutouts the following season. 
He tied with Tony Esposito of Chicago 
Black Hawks in 1973-74 for the Vezina 
Trophy, representing the lowest goals- 
against average, and won the trophy 
outright In 1974-7S. 

Parent twice led the league in shut¬ 
outs for a season with 12. Parent twice 
won the Conn Smythe trophy as the 
most valuable player of the playoffs. 

A graduate of Niagara Falls juniors 
of the Ontario Hockey Association, 
Parent was a backup goaltender for 
^.Boston Bruins for two seasons before 
the Flyers obtained him in the 1967 


expansion draft. 

The Flyers traded Parent to Toronto 
Maple Leafs in 1971. He became the 
first NHL player to jump to the 
new World Hockey Association and 
played for Philadelphia Blazers in 
1972-73. 

The Flyers reacquired Parent In 
1973 from Toronto, which still had 
NHL rights. 

He returned from virtual banish¬ 
ment resulting from his jump to the 
WHA to lead the Flyers to their suc¬ 
cessive Stanley Cup victories. The 
Flyers’ fans adored the greying 
goalie, making the huge Spectrum 
echo with cheers of Ber-nee, Ber-nee, 
Ber-nee.

disabling injury 



“An astonishing inside look at the world champion New 
York Yankees and their coast-to-coast rivals." 

The blurb is on the cover of The Bronx Zoo, an account 
of the 1978 American League pennant race as narrated by a 
disaffected relief pitcher. (General Publishing Co., 
$11.95). 

The best thing about The Bronx Zoo is its clever title. As 
sports literature it isn't in the same league as Instant Replay 
and The Boys of Summer. And as a behind-the-scenes 
tattling it Isn’t as interesting or nearly as well done as Jim 
Bouton’s Ball Four. 

The Bronx Zoo isn’t so much an inside look at a 
controversial news-making baseball club which has far 
more talent than class than it is a palliative and an attempt 
at some kind of revenge for Sparky Lyle. In the presumed 
telling it like it is, the many vulgarities tell more about the 
author than anything else. The only recommendation it can 
get here is that there is value in having fans read that there 
is nothing heroic about many of their sports heroes. 

Sparky Lyle, as baseball fans know, is a lefthanded 
relief pitcher of considerable ability. He played a big role 
for the Yankees in their 1976 and 1977 pennant victories and, 
as quickly becomes apparent, spent the 1978 season feeling 
sorry for himself. 

From the time (Nov.22,1977, listening to the radio while 
driving his van in New Mexico) he learned that the Yankees 
had signed relief-pitcher Goose Gossage to a six-year 
contract reported to total $2.75 million, Lyle became an 
increasingly bitter and obsessed employee. The news was 
quite a blow to a fellow with Lyle’s performance record. Not 
only did he have a three-year contract calling for far more 
modest remuneration but, and this was really the hurt, he 
convinced himself he was automatically no better than No. 2 
in the Yankee bullpen. 

“Now that George (owner George Steinbrenner) has 
gotten Gossage he has no choice but to get rid of me" was 
Lyle’s first thought when he learned about his new team¬ 
mate. He decided that day In New Mexico that having 
Gossage as a teammate wouldn’t work for him, and then 
went out to prove it. Successfully. 

* * * 

All those dark summer-long thoughts show up in The 
Bronx Zoo, and what the cover flap calls "Sparky's locker- 
room candor" is really not as much a story as it is an 
attempt to get a story across. 

We learn, or at least are told, a lot about a lot of people. 
And not much of it is good. 

We are informed that Yogi Berra is a skinflint who 
will use everyone else's toothpaste and will make off with a 
teammate’s Sporting News if the opportunity presents 

itself; 

That Mickey Rivers, refusing to carry his own luggage, 
choked travelling-secretary George Murphy in an argument 
about it; 

That Lou Piniella sometimes goes berserk when he is in 
a hitting slump and that a new coffee-maker was among the 
things he battered into destruction; 

That Reg Jackson, upset because he was made a 
designated hitter and placed in the sixth slot in the batting 
order, and Rivers, angered because of an edict against 
clubhouse card-playing, took themselves out of the lineup. 

Lyle is so obsessed with making Steinbrenner look bad 
he leaves the feeling that getting even with the Yankee 
owner for signing Gossage was really the reason for The 
Bronx Zoo. 

But Lyle gets in a lot of licks. Jackson — “When the club 
is playing well, Reggie will hit” and “Reggie once said that 
the only people he can relate to atje the writers. That's 
because they are the only ones who benefit from hearing his 
crap." — is often a target and Lyle’s comments about his 
managers are indeed revealing: 

— “Mauch (Gene) is a good manager but he doesn't know 
how to handle pitchers. He's always screwing up his pitch¬ 
ing.” 

— “Virdon (Bill) was a nice guy but he was one of those 
managers who didn't know anything about pitching." 

— “One thing that bothers me about Billy (Martin) he 
doesn’t think about pitching that much.”

If the Bronx Zoo is an expose, the fellow most exposed is 
the author. He is the central figure and the fellow we get to 
know the best. 

We learn about how he reacted to a young bullpen 
catcher who came up and said “I’m Dominick" in an 
attempt to be friendly. “I didn't know who he was,” Lyle 
bragged, “so I said ‘Do you want me to kiss your ring.’” 

And about how when he found that a black widow spider 
had set up housekeeping in the bullpen he went out and 
caught a moth, dropped it on the web and enjoyed watching 
the spider "go to work on that poor s.o.b.” 

And about how he refused to pitch when asked to finish 
up for Ron Guidry — “I’m no mop-up man and I’m not going 
to let them treat me like one.” 

And how he had no time for a charity affair (“I really 
hate those things”) but spent hours in a doctor's office 
getting casts put on an arm and a leg to gain some attention 
at a spring-training workout.

: SOOKE AREA SALMON FISHING is rated as the 
poorest on Vancouver Island at the moment, with only a .45 
fish a boat average, but if you do get a fish in Otter 
Feint—Secretary Island—Beechey Head—Church Rock- 
Race Passage-Pedder Bay waters it is likely to be very big 
la the 20s, 30s or 40-pound bracket. 

Last week federal fisheries recorded 749 boats in those 
waters, with 247 Chinooks, 36 jack Chinooks and only 58 
grilse. 

Wednesday evening Cli^a Ramkeesoon landed a 451 
pounder off Beechey Head and there were some other big 
ones taken off the Beechey Head trap shack. On Friday Ken 
Spoor got-a 4354-pounder off Beechey Head. The 20-pound 
and up fish are far too numerous to mention, but watch the 
King Fisherman daily lists. 

If you want fun fishing with a good chance of catching 
something try Oak Bay—Trial Island waters where federal 
fisheries estimates a 2.27 fish a boat average catch. But, 
chances are the fish you catch will be a grilse or jack 
chinook instead of a big lunker like they are getting in Sooke 
waters. Out of 96 boats checked federal fisheries recorded 
2l& salmon — only 46 of them five to 25-pound Chinooks. 
Victoria waterfront has been fair with a 1.5 fish a boat 
average. 

Drift fishermen are still getting good catches off the 
James Island powder wharf. Sidney Island, East Point and 
Tumbo Island waters are also producing some nice Chinooks 
ih the tdens and 20-pound, bracket. Some coho are being 
taken on the outside of Active Pass in the Gossip Island 
area. 

Saanich Inlet fishing has beefl fair and is improving, 
with about one-quarter of the catch Chinooks from five to 18 
pounds and the rest about equally divided between jack 
chinooks, chinook grilse and bluebacks in the 254 to four- 
pound bracket. 

Herring are plentiful in Sansum Narrows, but salmon 
fishing has been on the slow side, although a few good-sized 
chinooks have been taken. 

★ ★ ★ 

FROM NANAIMO NORTH TO DEEP BAY fishing has 
been brisk with boat'averages between three and four fish, 
mostly coho grilse. 

Off Nanaimo from 1,700 boats checked fisheries record¬ 
ed 240 chinooks, 120 jack chinooks, 250 bluebacks, 60 Chin¬ 
ooks grilse and 4,770 coho grilse, for a 3.2 fish a boat 

average. 

Dorcas Point and Maude Island have been excellent in 
the early mornings and the coho grilse have been snapping 
at pink and red flies, hootchies and herring strip. Five 
Fingers Island, and Entrance Island have been fair to good 
in the early mornings and tide changes. Flattop Islands, 
Porlier Pass and Stuart Channel have been fair. 

From Northwest Bay to Deep Bay the average has been 
four fish a boat with 720 boats recording 20 chinooks, 50 jack 
chinooks and 2,880 bluebstPKif. 

Mistaken and Balienas Islands have been hot spots for 
two to three-pounders on bright-colored and yellow flies and 
hootchies, trolled in the early mornings with six to eight 
ounces of weight. 

French Creek, Qualicum and Bowser have all been good 
and off Hornby Island’s Norris Rocks anglers have been 
trolling quite shallow with green hootchies and flies and 
picking up limits of blues. Action Flashtails have been 
taking them off Chrome Island lighthouse, with fishing good 
mornings and evenings. 

Comox—Campbell River fishing is steadily improving 
with a few good chinooks showing, but mainly bluebacks 
which have been plentiful along the shore from Little River 
to Oyster River, with pearl and cerise TQm Mack spoons, 
hootchies, white and green flies, trolled behind a dodger, 
sometimes deep and sometimes with only two ounces, 
working well.

FRESHWATER FISHING CONTINUES HOT with 
Great Central Lake and Cowichan Lake producing big trout.

Neilson leads qualifiers 

CHAMPAIGN, III. (AP) — Scott Neiison of New West 
minster, seeking to become the second athlete to win 
four consecutive titles in the same event at the NCAA out¬

Rono, defending champion in the 3,HOO-metre steeple¬ 
chase, slipped into last place in the first lap of his qualify¬ 
ing heat, quickly moved up on the leaders on lap two and 
ran with Hillary Tuwei of Richmond at the head of the 
pack the rest of the way before passing his fellow 
Kenyan for good on the final straightaway. 

Rono’s time waSelght minutes 25.38 seconds, breaking the 
University of Illionios stadium record of 8:29.51 set by 
James Munyala of Texas-EI Paso at the 1977 NCAA cham 
pionships. Rono’s world record is 8:05.4 and his meet mark is 
8:12.39. 

Nehemiah, the smooth striding, quick gliding world 
record holder in the 110-metre high hurdles with a time of 
13.0, settled for 13.57 in winning his heat and qualifying for 
today’s semi-finals.

(AP) — The United States 
successfully defended the 
Walker Cup golf trophy 
Thursday, defeating Britain 
convincingly, 15^-8^. 

The United States 
wrapped up the title by win¬ 
ning seven of Thursday’s 
eight afternoon singles. 

Earlier, it looked as If Brit¬ 
ain might snatch the Cup 
away from the U.S. for only 
the third time since competi¬ 
tion began in 1922. The U.S. 
led by only one match after 
the morning foursomes and 
at one stage of the singles the 
British were leading in four 
matches and trailing in only 
one. 

But the home side fal¬ 
tered, spraying the course 
with no less than 29 bogeys, 
and then wilted under the 
relentless American 
pressure. 

Dick Siderowf, the U.S. 
non-playing captain, said he 
was delighted the way things 
worked out in the end. He 
added: “The score does not 
really tell the true story of 
the match.” 

Mike Hoch started the rout 
of the British by a late surge 
over the final four holes of 
the first singles to break 
Peter McEvoy, the leading 
British player, and win 3 and 
1 after McEvoy had turned 
one up in a two-under-par 
34. 

That put heart into the rest 
of the American team, over 
half of them young and inex¬ 
perienced in international 
golf. 

The whole match was a 
triumph for Hoch, runner-up 
to John Cook in lastyear’s 
U.S. Amateur. The 23-year- 
old had a perfect record 
here, teaming with Jay Sigel 
to win both his foursomes 
and routing an ailing Jim 
Buckley by a record 9 and 7 
Wednesday. 

Hoch’s victory over McE¬ 
voy was due to his chipping 
and putting.

Two men pleaded guilty to 
drug trafficking offences 
Thursday in Victoria prov¬ 
incial court and were each 
given five-month jail sen¬ 
tences. 

Charles Edward Deloume, 
26, of 1204 Yates, and 23- 
year-old Stuard Ian Triplett, 
of 2839 Ronald Road, were 
given the terms by Judge 
William Ostler. 

Deloume pleaded guilty to 
trafficking in hashish May 
15. Crown counsel Gordon 
Macdonald told the court the 
transaction took place in the 
Beaver Pub at the Empress 
Hotel when Deloume intro¬ 
duced a female undercover 
officer to someone who had 
the hash. Three grains of the 
drug, at $5 a gram, changed 
hands, Macdonald stated. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
MacKenzie said his client 
sent over a drink first and 
then went over to the 
woman's table because he 
was interested in striking up 
a friendship with her. Mac¬ 
Kenzie said Deloume dealt 
only with the cash transac¬ 
tion while an acquaintance 
he had met only that night 
did the actual passing of the 
drugs. 

Triplett pleaded guilty to 
two counts of trafficking in 
marijuana and, in this case, 
MacKenzie said the two 
transactions occurred about 
15 minutes apart and asked 
Ostler to consider it one con¬ 
tinuing offence. Ostler hand¬ 
ed out concurrent sentences 
to Triplett and placed both 
men on one year’s proba¬ 
tion. 

CALLING IT A “sad case”

Study of Gulf Stream shows the wa y ? Symbols hard 

Farming the oceans to blot out

RALEIGH. N.C. <UP1) - 
From the vantage point of a 
photographic satellite high 
above the Earth, it looks like 
a huge black rope, curling 
and twisting its way up the 
Atlantic Seaboard front the 
Florida Keys and stretching 
to the coast of Norway. 

- 

EN ROUTE it churns up 
enormous amounts of nutri¬ 
ents from the ocean floor, 
forcing them into shallow 
depths and the sunlight, 
starling a food chain that 


makes the Continental Shelf 
one of the most fertile fish 
ing grounds in the world 

By virtue of its motion ahd 
v arialions in temperature, it 
is also a potential energy 
source that scientists believe 
someday may turn turbines 
to generate electricity that 
w ill light up homes along the 
Atlantic Coast. 

IT IS KNOWN as the Gulf 
Stream, a warm ocean cur¬ 
rent that is a key object of 
study in what scientists say 
is the longest, continous 


oceanographic study ever 
conducted 

In its fourth year, the 
study covers an area from 
Cape Hatteras. N.C.. to Cape 
Canaveral. Fla . and in¬ 
volves scientists from North 
Carolina State, the Skidaway 
Institute on Hope Island. 
Ga„ and the University of 
Miami. 

'WHAT IN effect we are 
doing is trying io develop a 
picture of what.the environ¬ 
ment. the ocean environ¬ 
ment. looks like." said tjr. 
Leonard J Pietrafesa. a 



physicist ip the North Caro¬ 
lina State University De¬ 
partment of Marine Science 
and Engineering, who be¬ 
lieves the ocean has been 
ignored as a protein and en¬ 
ergy source. 

"We haven't farmed the 
ocean the way we should 
farm the ocean.” he adds 


WHILE funding for the 
study comes from several 
sources, a large portion of 
the money comes from the 
Department of Energy, 
which is closely eyeing Pie- 
trafesa's work because of its 
interest in finding new 
sources of energy 
Pietrpfesa's studies focus 
on the movements of water 
and sediments along the 
Continental Shelf, with par 
ticular emphasis on the Gulf 
Stream. DOE's early inter¬ 
est stemmed from a propos 
al u> put floating nuclear 
power plants offshore. 


BUT Pietrafesa believes 
that the currents themselves 
are a potential source of en¬ 
ergy. The Gulf Stream 
moves at a speed of two to 
five miles an hour, and these 
huge amounts of moving 
water could conceivably be 
used to turn turbines. Sec¬ 
ondly. the current is com¬ 
posed of layers of water at 
different gradients of tem¬ 
peratures which trap poten¬ 
tial energy between the 
layers. Pietrafesa said. 


"THERE ARE a number 
of theories and technological 
advances for harnessing this 
source, but actual retrieval 
at this point is probably not 
cost effective," he said. 

"But it is a predictable 
phenomena. You know 
there's energy in all that 
motion. The question is how 
to harness that energy." 

USING satellite photon 
a n cl metering devices 
moored to the floor of the 
ocean. Pietrafesa is working 
on a mathematical model 
that would enable him to tell 
what is going on inside the 
currents from measure¬ 
ments taken on the perime¬ 
ter. 

Pietrafesa has also found 
that Gulf Stream eddies, re¬ 
volving whirlpools covering 
hundreds of square miles, 
cause the "upwelling" of 
larvae and plankton that 
starts the food chain. The 
Gulf Stream's collision with 
North Carolina's bays and 
barrier islands also causes 
this phenomena, which 
makes the stale s coastline 
one of the world's most fer¬ 
tile fishing grounds 

"THE North Carolina 
coast itself without the Gulf 
Stream would be a very 
desolate place," Pietrafesa 
said.

In the growing of perennial flower¬ 
ing plants from seed, as I pointed out 
earlier in this series, it is best to stick 
with the easier ones — the kinds that 
germinate fairly readily without any 
special treatment, and which start 
blooming in their second year. 

One of the easiest has to be the 
Gloriosa Daisy, a grand orange and 
black flower which was developed 
from a common roadside weed, the 
Black-Eyed Susan. 

1 distributed free seeds of this 
most- attractive flower quite a few 
years ago when the Gloriosa Daisy 
first came out, and I imagine many of 
my readers found themselves raising 
perennial flowers from seed for the 
first time in their lives. 

The ease with which these tiny 
seeds germinated and grew surprised 
everybody — including me — for most 
perennial seeds take from two weeks 
. to two months to come up; My Gloriosa 
Daisies were poking their noses out 
just five days after the seeds were 
sown! . 

The Delphinium is one of our most 
beloved perennial flowers, and no per¬ 
manent border can be considered pro¬ 
perly furnished without a few of these 
stately beauties. 

At one time, raising Delphiniums 
from seed was a rather disappointing 
business, for seeds taken from a lovely 
clear blue flower — the color of the 
summer sky — would, as often as not, 
come a faded greyish blue or even a 
muddy mauve shade.

Nowadays, seeds of stabilized 
strains are available from many of the 
larger catalogue seed firms — strains 
which come reasonably true to type. 

For instance,'you canftuy seeds of 
the Galahad strain, and while your 
flowers may not be identical in every 
respect with the original Galahad, the 
differences would be so slight that 
only a Delphinium specialist would 
notice them. Incidentally, Galahad is 
about the best of the pure white Del¬ 
phiniums. 

Pacific Giant seeds will give you 
clear blue flowers, while seeds of As- 
tolat bloom in a blend of lovely pinks 
and lavenders, making giant spikes of 
good substance. Incidentally, there 
are seeds of dwarf Delphiniums avail¬ 
able nowadays; Connecticut Yankee 
grows 30 inches tall, and Blue Foun 
tain only 24 inches. Both have been 
known to bloom the first year from 
early sowings. 

The Aquilegia of Columbine is a 
godsend to gardeners with a north-fac¬ 
ing or otherwise shaded flower bed to 
' furnish, and this flower, too. is not at 
all difficult to grow from seed. It is a 
rather short-lived perennial, and for 
this reason I find it pays to buy and 
scatter a few seeds among your stand¬ 
ing Columbines every summer. In this 
way you always have a good supply of 
husky young seedlings coming along to 
replace the oldsters The McKana 
Long-Spurred Hybrids are particu¬ 
larly good. 


The Shasta Daisy, long a favorite 
flower for vase and bowl arrange¬ 
ments, is another reliable perennial 
that poses no particular problems 
when grown from seed^ 

The kinds most commonly seen in 
the florist shops such as Esther Read. 
Wirral Supreme and Cobham Gold do 
not come true from seed, but there is a 
fine strain called Deiner’s Double 
which makes strong plants 30 inches 
tall, bearing fully double white flowers 
on long, straight stems. These loo will 
bloom in their second year 

There is a dwarf Shasta Daisy 
known variously as Little Princdss or 
Little Miss Muffet, depending on 
whose catalogue you consult. This one 
grows only 15 inches tall, covering 
itself with immaculate white blooms. 

A plant .greatly loved by ouY 
grandparents was the Gaillardia oh 
Blanket Flower, and I cannot under¬ 
stand why it is so seldom seen in 
gardens nowadays. It is a daisy-like 
flower, blooming almost all summer 
long in yellow, orange, crimson and 
gold shades, often with a ring of con¬ 
trasting color around the central eye. 

The Monarch strain stands 30 
inches tall, very good for cut flowers, 
while Goblin is the first dwarf Gaillar¬ 
dia. seldom exceeding a foot in 
height. 

Gaillardia seeds germinate in 
about 18 days, blooming in their sec¬ 
ond year and every year thereafter.

One of the most facile and thought¬ 
less rebuttals to an argument is to call 
a proposal Utopian — since almost 
every improvement and reform in the 
history of the world has been so 
termed when introduced.

In most games, declarer 
would scamper off with 
today's challenging game. 
Most Easts would make a 
routine play and that 
would do it. A talented 
East would make the diffi¬ 
cult look easy and it is 
worthwhile to study his 
logical thoughts. 

East wins the club king 
and, when declarer drops 
the club queen. East eyes 
this with mistrust. “Can’t 
hurt to find out,” he thinks 
and back comes the club 
ace. Declarer ruffs and 
draws the trumps and 
dummy’s spades are es¬ 
tablished to coast in with 
the vulnerable game. 

A talented defender 
would also eye the club 
queen with mistrust. How¬ 
ever, he would also think of 
other things. 

South had to have a 
strong hand to justify his 
bidding. Therefore, West 
couldn’t have too much in 
the way of high cards. If 
not, then the jump to three 
clubs may well have been 
made with five-card trump 
support. But regardless of 
the lie of the club suit, 
defensive hopes would be 
nil unless West had “some 
’ thing" in the spade suit. 

Accordingly, at trick 
two. East shifts to the king 
of spades. West en¬ 
courages with his nine and 
a third round ruff nets the 
defense four tricks. 

Note that East’s timely 
shift would have succeeded 
in other cases also. It 
would win when West held 
the spade queen and a 
singleton trump ace, or 
with other combinations.

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Turbo-train’s bright future fades fast 


MONTHEAL (CP) — It 
was once billed as a new 
generation of railway equip¬ 
ment. but the turbo-train 
may not have a future. 

Five of the turbine- 
powered supertrains werq 
built for CN Rail in the late 
1990s by a consortium head¬ 
ed by Pratt and Whitney Co. 
Canada Ltd. 

Only three remain, and 
Via Rail, responsible now for 
passenger rail service in 
Canada, is assessing what 
can be done for one which 
burned Tuesday near Iro¬ 
quois, Ont., sustaining heavy 
damage to three lead cars 
including the engine. 

AM. 205 passengers and 
six crew members escaped 
from the Toronto-bound 
train without serious in¬ 
jury. 

The damaged unit was 
lowed here Wednesday for 
an investigation to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the fire. 
The Canadian transport 
commission is conducting its 
own investigation. 


Via took the two other 
turbos off its Montreal-To- 
ronlo route Wednesday for a 
safety check. There is a 
chance they won’t return at 
all. 

VIA PRESIDENT Frank 
Roberts said the agency was 
conducting a review of its 
turbo, program because of 
the fire and because of the 
high costs of maintaining the 
controversial trains. 

He said if the damaged 
cars cost too much to repair, 
the service might have to be 
scrapped. The trains aren't 
being built any more. 

"We need three trains to 
operate the turbo program. 
We couldn't operate with 
just two,” Roberts said. Via 
operates two a day in each 
direction between Montreal 
and Toronto. They were re¬ 
placed Wednesday by diesel 
equipment, although Ro¬ 
berts said they could pos¬ 
sibly return on an interim 
basis while the review con¬ 
tinued. 


‘Have dignity 
and vote yes,’ 
pleads Rene 


QUEBEC (CP)-Premier 
Rene Levesque-said this 
week he would "beseech and 
implore" Quebecers to 
"take on the dignity and re¬ 
sponsibilities of a people" 
and vote yes in the forthcom¬ 
ing referendum on the prov¬ 
ince's constitutional future. 

Speaking during a debate 
on a motion by Liberal lead¬ 
er Claude Ryan calling on 
l he government to take the 
lead in bringing about a re¬ 
newed federalism in Can¬ 
ada. Levesque said Que¬ 
becers had a right to a 
separate existence as a peo¬ 
ple. 

He acknowledged that try¬ 
ing to go it alone was “a 
calculated risk." but he said 
that without taking the risk 
"no society can succeed." 

Levesque said the results 
of the May 22 federal elec¬ 
tion, which saw the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives take 
power with only two MPs 
from Quebec, prove that 
English Canada has rejected 
Quebec. 

"English Canada wanted 
to get rid of French Power." 
he said, adding that "Quebec 
has to face the reality that 
whenever English Canada 
wants to do something with¬ 
out Quebec it can. 

"I have the impression 
that Canada outside Quebec 
has finished its search for an 
identity — at least until we 
Quebecers have clarified 
ours." 

Levesque also devoted 
part of his speech to attack¬ 
ing Ryan and his party, say¬ 
ing the Liberal leader suf¬ 
fered from "vanity and the 
dangers of illusion that ac¬ 
company it." 

SAD' SPEECH 

The premier described 
Ryan's speech on the motion 
two weeks ago as "sad." 
saying it was "calculated to 
induce fear." 

And he said Ryan's vision 
of Quebec's future was 
"narrow and shrivelled, con¬ 
founding servility with toler¬ 
ance and fear of everything 
with prudence." adding that 
the leadership the Liberals 
could provide would be 
"backwards.” 

Levesque said Quebecers 
andCanadians were two peo¬ 
ples and that "there must be 
between peoples the same

Roberts said Via had 
talked before with Amtrak 
about buying the mothballed 
turbos, and the possibility 
will come up again during 
the current review. Amtrak 
gave up on the trains be¬ 
cause of technical problems, 
and they would have to be 
modified for use in Canada. 

TUESDAY’S EIRE wasA. 
the third for the turbo in Can¬ 
ada. In each case, the train’s 
aluminum outer skin melted 
quickly. 

In 1973, one of CN’s five 
turbos was on a final test run 
near Montreal before was to 
be sold to Amtrak. It sides- 
wiped a freight train, caught 
fire, and melted onto the 
tracks. 

Amtrak, which had 
planned to take two CN 
turbos, ended up with one.

THE SECOND FIRE oc¬ 
curred in September. 1975, 
near Riviere Beaudette, 
Que.. and severely damaged 
the front power car.

Via spokesman Brian 
Heath said there was a man 
ual extinguisher in each car 
of the turbo damaged near 
Iroquois. And there were 
four extinguishers in the 
front motorcar, two of them 
designed to operate auto¬ 
matically. Whether they 


worked has yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

COSTING $2 MILLION 
each, the trains were sche¬ 
duled to make their debut in 
1967, but weren't ready until 
December. 1968. 

On its inaugural run. one 
train hit a meat truck stalled 
on the tracks near Kingston, 
Ont., injuring two people in 
the truck. 

The turbos were also dog¬ 
ged by repeated technical 
problems, particularly in 
winter. They were taken out 
of service in January, 1969, 
and brought back in May, 
1970. They were withdrawn 
again in February, 1971. and 
brought back in June. 1973. 

THEY WERE YANKED a 
third time later that month 


and brought back in Decem¬ 
ber. 1973. 

CN made extensive modi¬ 
fications and succeeded by 
the mid-1970s in developing a 
fairly reliable service. Am¬ 


trak had less success with its 
turbos and mothballed them 
two years ago, Bryant said. 

One of the turbos estab¬ 
lished a Canadian railway 
speed record of 226 kilo¬ 


metres an hour on a special 
test run from Montreal to 
Toronto on April 22, 1976.

PARIS (Reuter) — Con¬ 
sumer price Inflation in Can¬ 
ada will rise to 8.6 per cent 
this year from 7.8 per cent in 
1978, the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development predicted 
Thursday. 

Informed sources said the 
confidential report to the 24- 
nation organization’s eco¬ 
nomic policy committee es¬ 
timated that growth for the 
whole OECD would fall to 3.4 
per cent this year from 3.7 
per cent last year. In most 
countries, inflation will get 
worse. 

In the United States, infla¬ 
tion will accelerate to 8.3 per 
cent this year from 6.8 per 
cent in 1978, the report 
said. 

Growth in the U.S. will 
slump to 3.1 per cent as non- 
Communist industrialized 
countries are caught in a 
vicious circle created by 
higher energy costs, infla¬ 
tion and the rigid nature of 
their economies, the OECD 
said. 

Other inflation forecasts. 


with last yeaf’s figures 
bracketed, include: Britain 
10.3 per cent (8.5); France 
9.7 (9.3); Italy 13 (12.1); and 
West Germany 3.1 (2.6). 

The estimates were based 


on the assumption that oil 
prices will go up by 16 per 
cent, but OECD experts 
warned delegates at a com¬ 
mittee meeting that figure 
will be much higher.

Density plan 
for Fairfield 
fires hearing 

A plan to rezone six parcels of land containing 28 
individual lots in Victoria’s Fairfield district from high- 
density to low-density use provided ammunition Thurs¬ 
day night for supporters and opponents of the scheme. 

The proposal, which was expected to be passed by city ‘ 
council at the end of the meeting, attracted about 80 
residents to a public hearing’preceding the regular council 
meeting. 

FOR MORE THAN TWO hours the aldermen heard 
from residents why the rezoning shouldn't take place, or 
why it should, and at press time, council had not yet reached 

a decision. 

Most of those speaking to the proposal were opposed to 
it. The reason most often mentioned was that the re¬ 
zoning would lower property values, thus eliminating 
what the owners considered a hedge against inflation and 
an assurance of income in their old age. 

Supporters of the proposal said there were already too 
many apartment buildings and condominiums in the area 
and council should make sure that a mix of housing, 
including residential homes, was retained. 

THE PROPERTIES TO BE rezoned are on Collinson, 
Pakington, Southgate, Vancouver and Pendergast. 

The proposal, worked out by the city’s planning de¬ 
partment, calls for rezoning from R-3 multiple-dwelling 
district to R-J low-density attached dwelling district. 
The former allowed construction of four-storey apartment 
buildings, the latter allows only townhouses. 

The Fairfield Community Association supported the 
proposal. Association president Colin Aikroyd told council 
(he downzoning was long overdue and should be supported 
by all residents. 

BUT NOT EVERYBODY saw it his way. Some residents 
said a blanket downzoning not only would hurt them finan¬ 
cially but was also an intrusion into their democratic 
right to sell their homes to anyone they pleased at the 
highest possible price. 

Mary Carlyle of 1011 Pakington told council the re¬ 
zoning took away her "right in a democratic country to 
sell to whom I want." 

She said it wasn’t easy to accept the fact that one’s 
house was being devalued overnight by $20,000.

THE REZONING PROPOSAL is part of an over all 
zoning inventory. Numerous parcels in James Bay were 
rezoned last year, all of them to a lower density. 

Much of the high-density zoning, considered for low- 
density, is still on the books from the hectic growth 
period in the 1950s and 1960s when most of the high-rise 
apartments were built. 


VW recalling 
*self-starters’ 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Volkswagen is recalling 450,- 
000 standard transmission models of its 1975-1978 autos 
because of a defect that could cause the cars to start 
themselves and begin moving. 

The recall of Rabbit and Scirocco models was under¬ 
taken by Volkswagen after the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration received 15 complaints of burned 
or shorted wires in the engine compartment. 

According to the agency, Volkswagen said the prob¬ 
lem is due to improper sealing of a hole in the fender 
apron in cars that were equipped with radios not in¬ 
stalled by the factory. 

Water splashed by a front tire could enter the passen¬ 
ger compartment and drops of water could trickle down 
the antenna cable and enter a fuse relay board. This 
could activate the starter and move the vehicle if the 
transmission were in gear, the agency said. 

The problem is corrected by sealing all antenna cable 
holes. Volkswagen also will replace corroded electrical 
parts of the fuse relay board. 


Entrapment claimed 

Somoza army 
pounds rebels 


EL OSTIONAL (AP) — 
President Anastasio Somo 
za's national guard pounded 
anti-government guerrillas 
by air, land and sea Thurs¬ 
day in southern Nicaragua 
and claimed that troops 
were massing in neighboring 
Costa Rica for a new at¬ 
tack. 

From this tiny cluster of 
huts three kilometres from 
the Costa Rican border, T-33 
• jets could be seen strafing 
rebel positions about 1.5 kilo¬ 
metres away. Two giant 42- 
tube rocket launchers 
mounted on flat bed trucks 
pounded the rebel hideouts, 
aided by fire from a gunboat 
standing offshore. 

“We have cut off their rg- 
trcat, we have them 
trapped," said a government 
source who asked not to be 


named. The government had 
said earlier that the border 
areas had been invaded by 
300 leftist Sandinista guerril¬ 
las. 

One guard officer estimat¬ 
ed 35 rebels had been killed 
in the government drive. He 
said the rebels were heavily 
armed. 

A national guard state¬ 
ment in Managua said it ap¬ 
peared the alleged troop 
buildup on the Costa Rican 
border was intended to free 
the surrounded guerrillas. 

Sources said the guerrillas 
had intended to push toward 
thg city of Rivas, 95 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Mana¬ 
gua, to meet rebels fighting 
there. However, the national 
guard said late Thursday 
that it still held Rivas.-

BUT WALLISstops short 
of predicting victory, saying 
instead that "we can hold out 
indefinitely." 

Black and white sym’pa 
thizers here, in Britain and 
South Africa express fear 
that Muzorewa's adminis¬ 
tration will be too frail to be 
effective. They say that only 
by demonstrating its effec¬ 
tiveness can it hope to secure 
Western diplomatic recogni¬ 
tion and an end to trade 
sanctions. 

THEY SAY Muzorewa 
often has shown himself to 
be a slow decision-maker 
who lacks close, experienced 
advisers. He is under con¬ 
stant attack not only from 
rival black parties which 
fared badly in last month’s 
election but also from a few- 
powerful members of his 
own party who contend the 
bishop never should have left 
his pulpit. 

Muzorewa’s coalition part¬ 
ner in the government of 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia, as the 
country has been renamed, 
ts lan Smith's all-white Rho¬ 
desian Front party. 

GOVERNMENT sources 
say the outgoing prime min¬ 
ister, by refusing to recede 
quietly into history, has ig¬ 
nored subtle hints from 
some quarters of the South 
African government, which 
is anxious to be able to recog¬ 
nize Muzorewa’s govern¬ 
ment and make it a key ele¬ 
ment in a constellation of 
friendly southern African 
states. 

Sources in Smith's camp 
say the former fighter pilot, 
in power for 15 years, now 
may be sacrificed in ex¬ 
change for Western recogni¬ 
tion and an end to trade 
sanctions. 

SMITH himself has said he 
would remain on the scene 
until the United States and 
Britain lead the West on the 
recognition and sanctions 
issues. 

Muzorewa has been care¬ 
ful to give the West time to 
decide whether to recognize 
his administration at the risk 
of alienating most of black 


Africa. Not until September 
is the new state expected to 
celebrate its “indepen¬ 
dence" formally. 

THE TIME lag affords an 
opportunity to try again to 
forge a comprehensive set¬ 
tlement involving the Patri¬ 
otic Front. White officials 
say the new majority rule 
constitution has been inten¬ 
tionally padded with pro¬ 
white clauses that could be 
negotiated away if Britain 
convinces the Front to scale 
down its demands for total 
power and come to a confer¬ 
ence table. 

IN THE meantime, what is 
dawning on Rhodesia is an 
era Qf multiracialism with 
power shared by those pur¬ 
porting to represent the 6.5 
million blacks and the lead¬ 
ers of the 250,000 whites. 

Whites not only hold sev¬ 
eral cabinet seats in the Mu¬ 
zorewa government but have 
28 seats — and veto power — 
in the 100-member House of 
Assembly. 

MORE significant, the 
constitution assures them 
control of the country’s vital 
institutions for a decade. 

White officials concede 
privately that what is envi¬ 
saged is a continuation of the 
one-year-old transitional 
period. Several black lead¬ 
ers acknowledge this with 
resignation, saying white ex¬ 
pertise is vital to run the 
country and prosecute the 
war.

fjord sale 
ruled out

MacMillan Bloedel is not 
interested in selling any of 
its 9,000 acres of timberland 
in Princess Louisa Inlet, and 
will only consider a land 
swap, according to president 
Calvert Knudsen. 

"That timber is part of our 
annual allowable cut, and as 
such is required to provide a 
wood supply for the MacMil¬ 
lan Bloedel manufacturing 
plants which supply B.C. 
communities,” he said 
Thursday. 

“WE ABE fully aware of 
the scenic value of the inlet, 
and we are willing to ex¬ 
change the land we own 
there for timberland of 
equivalent value in any loca¬ 
tion that is available. 

“To date this has not 
proved possible and we are 
now at the point where we 
must begin to harvest some 
of the timber in order to 
supply the needs of our 
mills.” 

News of the planned log¬ 
ging has upset members of 
the Princess Louisa Interna¬ 
tional Society and many 
boaters who have visited the 
beautiful fjord off Jervis 
Inlet. At the head of the 10- 
kilometre-long fjord is 
famed Chatterbox Falls, 
part of a 42-acre provincial 
park. 

KNUDSEN said a logging 
and regeneration plan had 
been prepared for review by 
the provincial forestry min¬ 
istry, with details of a har¬ 
vest of 597 acres over the 
next four years. 

“Under this plan, no logs 
will be dumped in the inlet 
and logging trucks will back¬ 
haul over existing logging 
roads and dump in Queen's 
Reach, which has been used 
for a number of years.” 

So far, logging operations 
in the area have been carried 
on by B.C. Forest Products, 
and have been over the ridge 
from the inlet. 

KNUDSEN said precau¬ 
tions would be taken to re¬ 
duce any environmental im¬ 


pact and emphasis would be 
placed on achieving regen¬ 
eration and green-up in the 
shortest possible time. 

Princess Louisa society 
president Norman Blan¬ 
chard said that in some 
areas green-up could be 
achieved, if there was a rea¬ 
sonable depth of soil. How¬ 
ever, he said, on some of the 
'rocky mountain slopes, 
scars would remain for 100 
years of more. 

According to Knudsen, 
B.C.’s commercial forest is 
shrinking as areas are with¬ 
drawn for single-purpose 
recreation purposes, for 
water storage, power lines, 
roads and urban expansion. 

“WHILE WE are making 
every effort to make maxi¬ 
mum use of the logs we har¬ 
vest and to improve manage¬ 
ment and regeneration of the 
forest resource, we simply 
cannot afford any reduction 
in our annual allowable cut,” 
he said. 

“The company has made a 
number of significant dona¬ 
tions of land and timber for 
public use and is continually 
facing withdrawals for other 
purposes. 

“The Princess Louisa 
block makes an important 
contribution to our long¬ 
term wood supply and must 
be harvested and regenerat¬ 
ed over time in order to con¬ 
stitute a productive section 
of the forest resource. 

“THE CURRENT logging 
plan is scheduled to take ad¬ 
vantage of an established 
road system. 

“If it is not used now, fu¬ 
ture development would 
likely be from the inlet side 
at considerably more cost 
and would require that-more 
timber be logged in the area 
in order to defray the costs of 
development.” 

Knudsen said suggestions 
that MacMillan Bloedel sell 
the land would not solve any 
problems, because the com¬ 
pany needed wood supplies 
for its mills. 

“The timber is part of our 
annual allowable cut. If we 
lose that timber, we must 
have an altefnative source 
of supply," he said.

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STARGAZING 
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Temperatures are how more comfortable for 
stargazing. Why not dust off your binoculars and 
take the time to search for a few well known double 
stars. These appear as single stars to the unaided eye 
but are resolved with the aid of binoculars or 
a telescope into two stars. Doubles fall into two 
classes — although there is no way the casual 
observer can make the distinction: physical doubles 
— stars that appear close together because they lie 
nearly In the same direction from us, and bin¬ 
aries — stars that are physically close with the two 
components mutually revolving around a common 
centre of gravity. It is now known that many stars 
are binaries. 

PERHAPS a good place to start is with Mizar in 
Ursa Major, the first double star discovered. Look 
for the star marking the bend in the handleMf the Big 
Dipp°r. Without optical aid it is possible to detect its 
fairtl companion — Alct>r. The Arabs called these 
stars "The Horse and Rider." Binoculars shows 
that Mizar is a double star. It is a binary. 

ANOTHER "easy" double, E Lyra, is very close 
to Vega. Two stars can be seen in binoculars, but a 
good sized telescope reveals a “double double” — 
that is, each component of the double is a close 
binary. Search the area with binofulars, E Lyra is 
one of three fine doubles in Lyra. 

Look also for Albireo in Cygnus. one of the most 
beautiful doubles in the heavens. One star is yel¬ 
low, the other blue. Albiero is at the tip of the 
Northern Cross, inside the Summer Triangle. 

Algeiba in Leo. -another colorful double — a 
binary — has one yellow and one green star. Look 
above Regulus, in Leo. And don't forget to search 
Libra for its doubles. 

THE MAP shows the sky as it appears in the late 
evening about the middle of June. Some doubles are 
marked by arrows. With the unaided eye and binocu¬ 
lars look for the two clusters of stars marked Cl. One 
(in Coma Berenices) is called "the hair of Berenice" 
and lies between Bootes and Leo. The other, the 
"Beehive", is just to the upper left of Jupiter.

PLANETS: Venus will soon be too close to the 
sun to see. Look for it now, low in the east just before 
sunrise. It will be visible again in November — as an 
evening "star". Mars, to the upper right of Venus, 
rises earlier each morning and is increasingly easy 
to see. Jupiter, still the brightest object in the 
evening twilight, moves closer to the western horizon 
late in the month. Look for Saturn high in the south¬ 
west. It is close to the moon on the 2nd. Late in June. 
Mercury can easily be found to the lower right of 
Jupiter. The distance separating them decreases 
nightly. Mercury, Jupiter and a thin crescent moon 
make a pretty picture on the 26th and 27th. 

SOLSTICE: The time when the sun in its ap¬ 
parent annual path rises and sets at its farthest 
distance north of east and west and reaches at 
noon its greatest altitude, giving us our longest 
day.

KINGSTON, Ont. (CP) — 
Handicapped people in On- v 
tario want changes — they 
want management to change 
its attitudes, unions to 
change their seniority rules 
and charitable groups to 
change their methods when 
collecting donations for the 
handicapped. 

This was the consensus 
reached by delegate? at the 
annual conference of the 
United Handicapped Groups 
of Ontario. 

Conference organizer 
David Pell said: "The handi¬ 
capped are the last to be 
hired and the first to be 

fired." 

Barbara Earle, co-ordina¬ 
tor of the [handicapped for 
the Ontario labor ministry, 
tdld the recent conference 
that the handicapped are 
screened out when union 
contracts require that a 
worker’s first job with a 
company involve heavy 
physical work. 

The workers usually are 
promoted into less-physical- 
ly demanding jobs as they 
gain seniority. This system 
shuts out the handicapped 
who may be qualified for a 
more senior job but are 
physically incapable of 
doing the first job, she said. 

Thq,ministry has started a 
voluntary program asking 
management and tabor 
unions to co-operate. About 
half of Ontario's handi¬ 
capped are unemployed, she 
said. 

Lois Harte-Maxwell, ex¬ 
ecutive director of United 
Handicapped Groups, said 
fund-raising by outside 
groups, although well-mean¬ 
ing. concentrates on pity and 
is paternalistic because the 
physitally handicapped 


should have the capacity to 
raise their own funds. 

"We have vigor and we 
want it to be portrayed." 
‘The handicapped, how¬ 
ever, were not only blaming 
others — they were taking 
part of the blame them¬ 
selves. 

Rehabilitation consultant 
Jean Sparling told delegates 
that the handicapped 
“should get off their butts 
and become active" to edu¬ 
cate the public. 

The consultant, whose left 
leg was paralysed by polio 
during her childhood, said 
companies and unions do not 
discriminate against a hand¬ 
icapped person after the 
person has a job. 

The 130 delegates, suffer¬ 
ing from virtually every 
form of mobility disease, de¬ 
cided to press for better rep¬ 
resentation of the disabled in 
advertising and to see all 
buildings employing people 
in business and industry 
made accessible to the hand¬ 
icapped within seven years. 

The delegates were also 
encouraged to practice civil 
disobedience, such as peace¬ 
ful demonstrations, if their 
legitimate needs are not sa¬ 
tisfied by the agencies set up 
to serve them.

Narang says animal insu¬ 
lin is not ideal for use in 
humans because the chemi¬ 
cal structure of the protein is 
slightly different than that 
produced by the human pan¬ 
creas. 

The synthetic genes, how¬ 
ever, have the same struc¬ 
ture as their human counter¬ 
parts and will command 
bacteria to produce human 
insulin molecules, he says. 

The 45-year-old native of 
India already has built and 
patented the three genes to 
operate the insulin assembly 
line. That part of the re a 
search had to be done at 
Cornell University in Ithaca. 
N.Y., but the process of 
splicing the genes into bacte¬ 
ria cells is to begin this sum¬ 
mer in the National Re¬ 
search Council cloning 
chamber. 

The three-room chamber 
will become the home of sev¬ 
eral other single-cell concoc¬ 
tions. Tiny cellular fac¬ 
tories, with the potential to 
spew alcohol and rare en¬ 
zymes, and genetic tools for 
assembly-line cloning opera¬ 
tions will be bred and pieced 
together by 10 scientists and 
their 22 assistants.

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Proper care of children today 
ensures tomorrow’s quality 


WINNIPEG (UPC) — 
Professionals and parents 
must learn to spot the symp¬ 
toms of children verging on 
emotional problems, a lead¬ 
ing British child develop¬ 
ment specialist said this 
week. 

“There are always early 
warning signs. No child sud¬ 
denly becomes disturbed or 
delinquent without first 
showing these signs,” Mia 
Pringle told about 800 dele¬ 
gates at the Children's Wel¬ 
fare League of America 
Midwest conference, 

Ms. Pringle, who is direc¬ 
tor of the National Chil¬ 
dren’s BureatA>f Great Brit¬ 
ain and the author of more 
than 20 books on child de¬ 
velopment, said spotting 
children and families where 
problems may develop and 
offering help is the way to 
proper care. 

Some of the warning clues 
she mentioned were: a 
child’s failure to return a 
smile or to look a person in 
the eye; a child’s putting on 
weight; a child appearing 
happier than normal in hos¬ 
pital; a baby's failure to de¬ 
velop. 

Ms. Pringle said children 
who are unwanted, who. 
haven’t formed a strong 
bond early in life with their 
parents, or have a mental or 
physical handicap are also 
more likely to have prob¬ 
lems, as are children with 
parents under 20 years of 
age who were themselves 
abused or neglected as chil¬ 
dren. 

“To have children you 
don’t really want ... this is 
the most irresponsible thing 
you can do,” she said. 

Ms. Pringle said child care 
agencies in Canada and Brit¬ 
ain must also educate politi¬ 
cians and the public about 


the benefits to society of pro¬ 
grams to prevent develop¬ 
mental problems among 
children. 

“The quality of tomor¬ 
row’s world will be deter¬ 
mined by how we care for 
our children today,” she 
said. 

She said the cost of failing 
to improve child care will 
show up in the next genera¬ 
tion as many of the problem 
children grow up to become 
criminals, unemployable, or 
mentally retarded. 

She said, there is a “press¬ 
ing need” for more emphasis 
on prevention. 

“I would suggest our ser¬ 
vices come in too late and do 
too little, and our excuse... is 
that we can’t afford to do 
more," she said but added 
that it is “cost-effective to be 
willing to prevent and to in¬ 
vest in children today.” 

Ms. Pringle said one way 
to prevent problems is to 
Insure child welfare benefit 
increases are directly tied to 
the inflation rate: “The more 
the family is under stress — 
psychological stress as well 
as financial — the more 
likely parenting will not be 
adequate." 

She said parenthood prep¬ 
aration courses for school 
children and engaged cou¬ 
ples would help people un¬ 
derstand the difficulties of 
raising children, and could 
help to avoid many of the 
problems children now 
face. 

Ms. Pringle has been 
director of the Children's 
Bureau since its establish¬ 
ment in 1963. She is also 
vice-chaiman of the her 
country’s International Year 
of the Child committee. 

Her most recent book is 
called. Controversial Issues 
in Child Development.

Vietnam power shuffle looming

SINGAPORE - Prime 
Minister Pham Van Dong, 
71, veteran revolutionary 
and Intimate of the late Ho 
Chi Minh, is on his way out, 
according to reports from 
Hanoi. 

If the reports are true, it 
will be the first major power 
shuffle in the Vietnamese 
Communist leadership, one 
of the most durable in the 
world, in more than 30 
years. 

Observers have marvelled 
a l the longevity of the hand 
ful of men who have steered 
the Vietnam revolution for 
nearly four decades against 
seemingly insurmountable 
odds, including a war with 
the L'nited States. 

Except for the death 10 
years ago of Ho Chi Minh, 
father of the revolution, the 
leadership has remained in¬ 
tact, Many observers pre¬ 
dicted the Hanoi regime 
would split after Ho’s death, 
but it didn't. 

Two days ago, for the first 
tim? in 20 years, Dong did 
not speak at the opening of 
the Vietnamese National As¬ 
sembly. Hanoi’s rubber- 
staitip parliament. Ranked 
as No. 3 in the Hanoi hier¬ 
archy. Dong remained silent 
in his seat while Truong 
Chinh. speaker of the Na¬ 
tional Assembly, routinely 
denounced the “Peking 
reactionaries," a reference 
to China's recent border war 
against Vietnam. 

Dong’s silence added fuel 
to speculation that he has 
lost his power in Hanoi. Last 
week Hanoi announced that 
Nguyen Co Thach, a former 
deputy foreign minister, had 
been named Dong's right- 
hand man. This followed re- 
porLs. denied by Hanoi as 
' fabrications,” that Dong 
was about to be dropped. 

Thach is described in dip¬ 
lomatic circles as a skillful 
diploma'! best known for his 
ability to deal with the West, 
especially the United 
States. 

Some analysts interpreted 
Doitg's decline—if true—as 
a blow to the hardliners 
within the Hanoi Politburo 
and a harbinger of a less 
aggressive posture by Viet¬ 
nam in its dealings with 
other countries. 

Putting labels on individ¬ 
ual members of the Viet¬ 
namese leadership is a risky 
business, but Dong has long 
been identified as being 
••pre-Russian," if only be¬ 
cause of the intensity of his 
anti-Chinese feelings. 

Once, when asked whether 
the Vietnamese revolution 
would follow the Chinese ex¬ 
ample. Dong said shortly: 
"We go our own way. the 
Vietnamese way." 

As chief architect of Viet¬ 
nam's foreign policy, Dong 
could be taking the blame for 
a series of developments 
over the past five months 
that involved Vietnam in two 
wars at the same time, iso¬ 
lated it from the rest of Asia 
and made it a dependency of 
the Soviet Union. 

Hanoi’s Christmas Day in¬ 
vasion of Cambodia, a Chi 
nest ally, caused China to 
mount a punitive invasion 
across the north Vietnamese 
border, set alarm bells ring¬ 
ing in Southeast Asian capi¬ 
tals. cancelled out U.S. 
recognition at a time when 
Hanoi needed it most, and 




Sometimes called the "Sil¬ 
ver Fox” because of his 
white hair and beguiling 
manner, Dong has long been 
Vietnam's chief spokesman 
to the outside world. A tough, 
uncomprising negotiator, 
Dong was bom into a man¬ 
darin family, joined forces

In Canton in the 1920s, helped 
found the Vietnam indepen¬ 
dence movement, headedr 
the North Vietnamese dele¬ 
gation to the Geneva confer¬ 
ence that ended the French 
Indochina war in 1954. and 
has been prime minister 
since 1961.

Meanwhile, the war 
against ousted Pol Pot and 
his Khmer Rouge forces in 
Cambodia continues to pin 
down an estimated 150.000 
Vietnamese troops and the 
Chinese are threatening a 
second punitive expedition 
unless Hanoi behaves itself. 

The two-front war not only 
placed a heavy strain on 
Vietnam's already stagger¬ 
ing economy but made it 
dependent on the Soviet 
Union for food as well as 
military supplies.

Earlier, a U.S. govern¬ 
ment prosecutor testified 
that as much as two-thirds of 
the cost of gasoline might be 
due to oil industry white-col¬ 
lar crime. But Marvin Rud- 
nick, an assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney in Tampa, Fla., 
conceded he was speculating 
and told the two subcommit¬ 
tees. “Nobody has any fig¬ 
ures.” 

Rudnick and U.S. Attorney 
J.A. Canales of Houston, 
Tex., were the leadoff wit¬ 
nesses before the two sub¬ 
committees looking into al¬ 
legations of widespread 
white-collar crime in the 
complicated process in 
which crude oil is bought, 
sold, produced and deliver¬ 
ed. 

The two prosecutors de¬ 
scribed two basic opportuni¬ 
ties for white-collar crime in 
the industry, each of which 
they said could have many 
variations. 

One involved resellers of 
crude oil, or companies 
which purchased oil at a U.S. 
government-controlled low 
price, then illegally misiden- 
tifled the oil as that which 
could be sold at a federally 
set higher price. The other 
involved so-called daisy 
chains, in which crude oil or 
oil products were passed 
among several companies, 
with each transaction result¬ 
ing in a higher price.

The small troupe's disco¬ 
veries aren’t going com¬ 
pletely unnoticed, at least 
not in the skating world. 

"We've appeared in all the 
international (skating) 
magazines and we've had 
letters from as far away as 
Poland." said Nowosad.

COURTENAY — An art intro¬ 
duced into England by Hugenot 
refugees from France Is still being 
practised here. 

Pillow-lace, made on a pillow 
with bobbins, dates back to Queen 
Elizabeth and was also made by 
nuns of the 15th century. 

The Venetians, who perfected 
the needle or point lace, called it 
Punta In aira or stitches in the 
air. 

The art has been kept alive 
and new clubs have been started in 
this area by members of the Den¬ 
man and District Lace Club, which 
in June celebrates its 60th an¬ 
niversary. 

BOBBIN LACE was developed 
in Germany in the 15th century and 
soon spread to other countries in¬ 
cluding France. 

Small communities strove to 
make lace superior to their neigh¬ 
bors and from that competition 
emerged Allencon, Chantilly and 
Val laces; from Italy Venice Rose 
Point, and from Brussels Point de 
Gaze and Point d’Esprlt. 

It wasn't until 1809 that a ma¬ 
chine to make lace was invented 
by an Englishman named John 
Heathcoat. 

How lacemaking is done on a 
pillow by use of multi-bobbins, is 
another story. 

THE CLUB records indicate 
that in the fall of 1919, a young 
Englishwoman, Miss Elsie 
Spencer of Morecambe, York¬ 
shire, came to visit her brother, 
who lived on Denman Island. The 
island is in Baynes Sound south of 
Courtenay. 

Lacemaking was Miss Spencer’s 


hobby and she brought with her a 
large supply of bobbins, pins, linen 
thread and patterns. 

In a short while the lady’s hobby 
had attracted many others and 
soon a class was started. The origi¬ 
nal class had nine members, 
Mabel Randall, .Rose Robertson, 
Maggie Graham, Lizzie Piercy, 
Eunice Dalziel, Muriel Thorn- 
berry, Alma Christie and May 
Seip, all married women, and Miss 
Elsie Meadows. 

LATER, SEVEN more joined 
the class—May McKay, Elsie 
Watson, Catherine Swan, Edith 
Rourke, Gladys Street, Gertie 
Swan and Ruby Llllard. 

Many of the mames read like a 
who’s who of early settlers on the 
island and in the Comox Valley. 

After the Instruction ended, a 
club.was formed which met at 
various homes. The club exhibited 
at the Denman agricultural fair 
and later at Comox, Victoria and 
Vancouver exhibitions. 

At least one of the original 
members is still alive. 

Lacemaking to the uninitiated 
looks like a mind-boggling task but 
lacemakers claim it is really quite 
simple with only three main 
stitches. 

THEY ARE, a half- si tch, a full 
stitch and a full stitch with a 
twist. 

The lace is made on a pil¬ 
low, which is ^ circle of ply¬ 
wood padded with straw or shav¬ 
ings and covered with heavy cloth 
or canvas tacked to the under¬ 
side. 

The pillow is then covered with 
satin with a drawstring so it may 
be removed for washing. 


The size of the pillow may vary 
according to the lace being made 
but Is usually about 18 inches in 
diameter. Some fashion a bolster 
pillow and then work lace on 
it. 

THE BOBBINS are about four 
inches in length and are of bone or 
wood. 

They arc often elaborately 
carved and brightly colored beads 
are placed on the ends and act as 
weights to hold the thread taut. 
The linen thread, or even metallic 
thread, is wound on to the bobbins 
ready to be worked. 

The pattern for the lace may be 
purchased or designed by the lace- 
maker. 

It is drawn on tracing paper and 
then laid on a thin piece of wood 
known as a pricking board. 

The pattern is then picked out 
with small, brass, rustproof pins 
and the bobbins moved through 
and around the pins to make the 
full, half and full twist stitches. 

THE TUBULAR lace made on a 
pillow which rests on a small 
wooden stand, may also be used 
and is similar to that used by 
lacemakers in Portugal. 

The bobbins are often very old 
with tiny designs or wording such 
( as mother. 

Others are carved and some are 
trimmed with silver nailheads. 
Some of the beads used as weights 
are handed down from mother to 
daughter. 

Pillow lace is not only a thing of 
beauty but is also strong. Patterns 
often feature a flower which 
stands up from a lacy pattern be¬ 
neath. 

Corners can be turned and joins 


made without showing, which 
makes pillow lace adaptable to 
hankies and tea cloths. 

IN 1950, THE club held its golden 
anniversary, celebrating with a 
gala part jo which all past mem¬ 
bers were invited. 

Club records show many who 
were invited were unable to attend 
but sent telegrams, letters and 
cards of good wishes. 

Mrs. C. Nlkolaisen was club 
president at the time and cut a 
cake decorated in the shape of a 
pillow with tiny bobbins and 
thread 

In addition to 36 local members, 
guests came from Duncan, Ga- 
briola Island, Vancouver and four 
from the original home, Denman 
Island. 

Four charter members of the. 
club, Rose Robertson, May 
McKay, Elsie Watson and Ger¬ 
trude Swan were present and pre¬ 
sented with corsages. 

FOR THE EVENT, members 
displayed lace articles including 
an infant dress with insertions and 
frills of delicate lace. 

So well known did the lace club 
become that prior to the 50th anni¬ 
versary, it received a legacy from 
the estate of Miss N. E. Johnstone 
of Calgary. 

Hundreds of bobbins and other 
lacemaking equipment were duly 
sent to the club to help in its work 
of reviving an ancient art. 

When club members and former 
members meet in June to cele¬ 
brate 60 years of lacemaking, it 
will be time for “remember when" 
and the bustling bobbins will click- 
clack busily through the day as 
nostalgia takes over.

In a letter to city adminis¬ 
trator Paul Douville, from 
Historical Society Secretary 
Jack Fleetwood, the society 
asked: “As it is one of Dun¬ 
can’s oldest buildings, erect¬ 
ed in 1891, the society’s 
members expressed concern 
at its anticipated destruc¬ 
tion, and wish to see it saved 
if possible. 

“We believe funds would 
be obtainable from the pro¬ 
vincial government under 
the Heritage Act for com¬ 
plete restoration of the. old 
school, and therefore ask 
that you defer demolition of 
the buildings until this can be 
ascertained, with a view to 
saving it as a heritage 
site.” 

After some discussion with 
the day care representa¬ 
tives, council learned that 
plans for the demolition of 
the present building and re¬ 
construction of a new prefa¬ 
bricated modular unit on the 
same site were too far ad¬ 
vanced to reconsider. 

Jim Lofstrand, represent¬ 
ing the Arcadian Day Care 
Society, reminded council of 
its previous promise to de- 
molish the building and of a 
joint promise by both Dun¬ 


can and North Cowichan 
councils, to provide a con¬ 
crete pad at the site, in order 
that the society could erect 
Its modular building on it. 

He said the building would 
be coming to Duncan in three 
sections. 

“We vacate the old build¬ 
ing on July 3. The new one 
will take us about 15 days to 
erect. So we would like the 
old building to be demolished 
as soon as possible. We have 
put a lot of hard work into 
this,” said Lofstrand. 

Aid. Martin Lukaitis won¬ 
dered why, "when every¬ 
body was aware for over a 
year that this was going to 
happen, that the building 
was going to be demolished, 
that the historical society 
should suddenly come up at 
the nth hour with their pres¬ 
ent suggestion.” 

He said the arrival of such 
a plea at an earlier date 
would have made the matter 
easier to investigate. 

Aid. Doug Barker agreed, 
noting that "we have al¬ 
ready committed ourselves 
to the Arcadian Day Care 
Society.” 

Aid. John Homer suggest¬ 
ed that the city donate the 
building to the historical so¬ 
ciety and that the society be 
responsible for the transfer 
of the building to an alterna¬ 
tive site. 

In this way, he said, coun¬ 


cil would be relieved of the 
(costs of demolishing the 
structure and the building 
could be saved. 

Mayor Ken Paskin reject¬ 
ed Homer's suggestion on 
the grounds that it would be 
too costly and too difficult a 
task for the historical so¬ 
ciety to undertake. 

Council agreed to have the 
building demolished at a cost 
not to exceed $3,500 and that 
the historical society be 
given the option to remove 
the old building, providing 
this could be done within the 
day care time limits. 

It was also moved that the 
day care society be granted 
the sum of $2,250. 

A similar sum has already 
been approved by North 
Cowichan council, as its 
share of costs of $4,500 for 
construction of a concrete 
pad at the site, complete 
with water and sewer con¬ 
nections. 

A temporary sandbag me¬ 
dian, constructed last week, 
on Trunk Road, proceeding 
west from the Trans-Canada 
Highway intersection, has 
been protested by the owners 
of an adjacent service sta¬ 
tion. 

Council referred the mat¬ 
ter to its streets committee, 
to arrange a meeting with 
the complainants.

Last Friday, 274 people 
died in the worst air crash in 
North American history 
after an engine fell from an 
American Airlines DC-10 as 
it lifted off from Chicago’s 
O’Hare International Air¬ 
port. 

Fred Farrar, spokesman 
for the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration in Washington, 
said Thursday that "prob¬ 
lems” had been found on 25 
DC-lOs during the FAA-or- 
dcred inspections but that 
“some may have been cor¬ 
rected and the planes could 
be back in service.” 


Spokesmen for the eight 
U.S. airlines that fly DC-lOs 
said a total of 112 of the jets 
had been cleared to return to 
the air by Thursday. Three 
of the airlines said a total of 
26 of their DC-lOs had not 
returned to service Thurs¬ 
day either because they had 
not been examined or be¬ 
cause they failed inspec¬ 
tion. 

Although the wide-bodied 
aircraft that were back in 
the air had passed through 
two separate inspection 
orders, many jittery air tra¬ 
vellers balked at flying on 
the returning DC-10S. 

The FAA ordered bolt in¬ 
spections on all U.S. DC-lOs 
after finding that a bolt in 
the engine assembly had 
broken off the American jet 
that crashed.

Clark and his cabinet are 
to be sworn in at a preee- 
dent-setting televised cere- 
mony at Government 
House. 

Following that, Trudeau is 
expected : •> abandon the 
prime minister’s Harrington 
Lake retreat and take up 
residence in the official op¬ 
position leader’s house.

MONTREAL (CP) — Jac¬ 
ques and Louise Cossette- 
Trudel, the onetime Front de 
Liberation du Quebec terror¬ 
ists, should be sentenced to 
perform community work 
for kidnapping British diplo¬ 
mat James Cross in October, 
1970, their lawyer said 
Thursday. 

But the prosecution ar¬ 
gued that even if the couple 
has renounced terrorism 
they deserved a stiff prison 
term because their crime 
was part of a wave of inter¬ 
national terrorism that has> 
wreaked havoc in the world 
diplomatic community for a 
decade. 

A dramatic courtroom de¬ 
bate on just punishment for 
the historic terrorist kidnap¬ 
ping arose when the Cos¬ 
sette-Trudels pleaded guilty 
to charges of kidnapping, 


forcible detention and con¬ 
spiracy in the Cross abduc¬ 
tion, which sparked the Octo¬ 
ber Crisis. 

They refused to enter a 
guilty plea to a fourth charge 
of extortion against the Que¬ 
bec government. 

But Chief Judge Yves 
Mayrand of sessions court 
nevertheless entered a 
guilty verdict on the basis of 
a series of factual admis¬ 
sions by the defence on the 
couple’s close involvement 
in the 60-day kidnapping. 

Defence lawyer Serge 
Menard made an emotional, 
four-hour plea that at times 
turned into an oration on the 
futility of imprisonment, 
especially in the case of the 
Cossette-Trudels, who had 
publicly renounced terror¬ 
ism and bitterly regretted 


“The Cossette-Trudels 
have condemned and still 
want to condemn their ac¬ 
tion," Menard said. 

Judge Mayrand reserved 


judgment on sentence until 
July 5, noting the need for 
time to “reflect seriously" 
about a ruling that will likely 
be of interest 50 years from 
now. 

"History looks down on us 
and we cannot disappoint 
it,” he added.

PORT HARDY — The 1,006-pas¬ 
senger Queen of Surrey will be on 
the Port Hardy-Prince Rupert run 
next year. 

B.C. Ferry Corporation general 
manager Charles Gallagher said 
Thursday that the former Swedish 
cruise ship, bought in 1974 and in 
mothballs for several years, would 
cost $5 million to convert for ser¬ 
vice on the northern run and that 
she would be the ideal vessel for 


the already-overcrowded service. 

Gallagher said he persuaded the 
corporation board of directors of 
the feasibility and economic 
soundness of his proposal during 
Thursday afternoon's board meet¬ 
ing.

miles from Port Hardy.

Hardy and Mount Waddington re¬ 
gion, that the opening of the ter¬ 
minal was just the start of a 
transportation and tourist system 
for Bear Cove. 


“I understand the board of 
directors of the ferry corporation 
will be discussing the possibility of 
reactivating the Queen of Sur¬ 
rey, which has double the capacity 
of the Rupert, and bringing her on

Physician 
appeared 
to be: drunk

ALERT BAY — Veteran local doctor Jack Pickup 
was accused of being drunk and smoking a cigar 
while attempting to massage a girl’s heart back to life 
by aunts of the dead girl, at a coroner’s inquest Thurs¬ 
day. 

Vera Cranmer and Eva Cook were testifying at 
the inquest in the Jan. 22 death of Renee Smith, 11, 
who died of a ruptured appendix five days after being 
admitted to St. George’s Hospital. 

“The sight of Dr. Pickup massaging my niece’s 
heart in an attempt to revive her with a cigar sticking 
out of the corner of his mouth really upset me,” Mrs. 

Cook said. 

Earlier, Mrs. Cranmer 
had testified she saw the 
doctor sitting at a nurses' 
’station a short distance from 
Renee's bed while nurses ap¬ 
plied an oxygen mask to the 
girl’s face and fought a des¬ 
perate battle to save her 
life. 

“I thought it was very 
careless of the doctor to be 
smoking a cigar in an area 
covered with ‘no smoking' 
signs," she said. 

“I have reason to believe 
he was not sober,” she testi¬ 
fied. “He swayed quite vis¬ 
ibly as he made his way to 
the girl’s bed.” 

Mrs. Cranmer, giving tes¬ 
timony before a courtroom 
audience that included 
Renee’s mother and father, 
said she was disgusted Pick¬ 
up would be “sitting smok¬ 
ing a cigar at a time when 
my niece was fighting for 
her life.” 

She said Pickup told her he 
was sorry what had hap¬ 
pened to Renee, “but her 
heart just gave out.”

Roberts demonstrates socket wrench now worth millions 

Inventor wrenching 
millions from Sears 
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CHICAGO (AP) — Sears, Roebuck and 
Co. was ordered by a federal judge Thurs¬ 
day to return all profits from the sale of a 
socket wrench — possibly in excess of $60 
million — to its 34-year-old inventor, Peter 
Roberts. 

A lawyer for the giant retailer said the 
order would be appealed. “We certainly 
will appeal,” gaid Robert Shoup. “The 
estimated amount of money involved is 
totally inaccurate.” 

Shoup said, however, he did not know 
what the exact profits were. 

LOUIS DAVIDSON, Roberts's lawyer, 
said the settlement, including interest, 
“could well be more than $60 million.” 

A year ago, a federal jury ruled that 
Sears had obtained Roberts' patent fraud¬ 
ulently. The jury awarded him $1 million. 
The company lost an appeal, and the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to hear the case. 

Since then, Roberts, owner of a delica¬ 
tessen in Chattanooga, Tenn., has contin¬ 
ued to try to get his contract with the U.S.’s 
largest retailer rescinded. Roberts patent¬ 
ed a socket wrench 16 years ago, when he 
was 18, and sold the rights to Sears for 
$ 10 , 000 .

U.S. DISTRICT COURT Judge George 
Leighton cancelled that contract Thurs¬ 
day, ordered the patent returned to Ro¬ 
berts and ruled that the inventor is entitled 
to all profits Sears made on the wrench.

“During the trial, records submitted 
showed that Sears up to then had sold 25 
million wrenches and made $44 million 
profit,” John Davidson said. 

AFTER THE RULING Thursday, Ro¬ 
berts said: “It shows how a small man can 
receive justice even against an-enormous 
corporation if right is on his side. Right is 
the strongest weapon a person can have.” 

Roberts said after the first award he 
never would have sued Scars if “they had 
been honest with me in the first place. 
They told me at the start that there wasn’t 
much need for my wrench and it probably 
would not.sell very well.”

The changes, opposed by 
Conservatives at the time, 
create new categories of in¬ 
surance claimants and in¬ 
crease the number of weeks 
persons have to work before 
they qualify for benefits. 

The Conservative alterna¬ 
tive would pay lower bene¬ 
fits to claimants without de¬ 
pendents. Officials estimate 
this would in a year reduce 
benefits to about 1.8 million 
persons — 73 per cent of 
claimants — for an $850 mil¬ 
lion saving.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
royal commission report on 
electoral reform recom¬ 
mends salary increases of 
$3,000 a year plus increases 
in tax-free expense allow¬ 
ances for British Columbia’s 
57 MLAs. 

The report, which has not 
been tabled in the legisla¬ 
ture, recommends salaries 
be increased to $19,000 a 
year. MLAs also receive $8,- 
000 tax free for expenses and 
the report recommends an 
increase in the expense al¬ 
lowance based on the size of 
a riding and the distance 
from Victoria. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that B.C. follow other 
provinces and remove the 
automatic voting priviledge 
for British subjects, who are 
allowed to vote after a year’s 
residency in Canada. This 
would mean only Canadian 
citizens will be allowed to 
vote in future B.C. elec¬ 
tions. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that campaign dona¬ 
tions to provincial political 
parties be made tax deduct¬ 
ible. The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment already plans to in¬ 
troduce legislation this 
session to make this provi¬ 
sion rectroactive to before 
the May 10 provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

Judge Lawrence Eck- 
ardt’s interim report in¬ 
creased the size of legisla¬ 
ture to 57 seats from 55 
seats. 

New Democratic MLAs- 
Charles Barber of Victoria 
and Graham Lea of Prince 
Rupert expressed surprise 
that the report had been 
made public before being ta¬ 
bled in the house. 

Both agreed that the take- 
home pay of MLAs is consid¬ 
erably distorted. 

“I don’t think any MLA 
would be concerned about a 
raise in pay if the $24,000 
($16,000 plus $8,000 tax free) 
was supplemented by more 
generous expenses,” Barber 
said. “Up-country MLAs de¬ 
finitely require some kind of 
a break on - their travelling 
expenses and urban MLAs 
need more assistance on 
their actual expenses." 

Lea said MLAs “would 
rather underpay ourselves 
than face the wrath of the 
electorate. . . The fact is 
that on an hourly basis for 
work done, B.C. MLAs aren’t 
very much above the mini¬ 
mum wage.” 


TORY JOB-CUT ‘ ADVISER’

OTTAWA (CP) — A Toronto business¬ 
man, reported to have been asked by Joe 
Clark’s office for advice on eliminating 
excess public service jobs, says he is the 
victim of a hoax. 

Steven Shaw of Steven Shaw Associates, 
job placement firm, said he received 
a call last week from sdmeone allegedly 
from the Conservative leader’s office ask¬ 
ing how the party could carry out a pledge 
to cut 60,000 jobs from the civil service.

Mechanics 
spot failing 
DC-10 pylon

CHICAGO (AP) — Two United Airlines mechan¬ 
ics who found failures in an engine mounting on a 
grounded DC-10 said Thursday that they feel the 
engine eventually would have fallen off the air¬ 
plane. 

“It gives you a funny feeling ip the pit of your 
stomach," said mechanic Ernest Gigliotti, whose 
discovery may have prevented another disaster such 
as last Friday’s Chicago crash that killed 274 per¬ 
sons. 

"If left, I think eventually it would have been a 
very serious condition," added Gigliotti, 31. a United 
mechanic for more than 10 years. “The pylon would 
have separated from the wing." 

HIS FELLOW MECHANIC, 13-year-veteran 
Lorin Schluter, agreed. 

The two men found cracks in the pylon spar 
webbing — a horizontal reinforcing plate at the top of 
the pylon that mounts to the wing. That led the FAA 
to ground all such U.S.-registered jets for more 
extensive inspections. 

The United mechanics also found fasteners as 
well as some of the bolts in the rear mounting 
mechanism sheared off, and a missing bolt, Gigliotti 
said. 

United said further inspection of the DC-10 after 
the groundings also turned up a crack in one of two 
braces that support the reinforcing plate. 

WHILE INSPECTING the rear pylon engine 
mount that attaches to the wing, Gigliotti said he saw 
metal powder which led him to believe “the bearing 
might have been loose or wearing out." 

The aft mount stabilizes the entire engine assem¬ 
bly, Gigliotti said. 

He said he then pushed on the front ok the 
massive engine while Schluter watched the rear 
pylon mount for abnormal movement. 

"Normally there is no side-to-side movement," 
Schluter said. But there was. "It looked like some¬ 
thing was wrong. ..,” said Gigliotti. "We knew we 
had trouble.” 

FAA confirms 
dream report' 
of tiir disaster 

CINCINNATI (UPI) — Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration officials have confirmed that a Cincinnati 
man’s premonitions of an airplane disaster were 
uncannily similar to last Friday’s crash that killed 
274 people. 

David Booth says he had nightmares about an 
American Airlines plane crash for 10 nights before a 
DC-10 smashed into the ground near Chicago. 

He told the Cincinnati Enquirer he was so dis¬ 
traught over the nightmares that he called Greater 
Cincinnati Airport authorities, who relayed the de¬ 
tails to FAA officials in Atlanta three days before the 
crash. 

ONE FAA OFFICER described similarities be¬ 
tween Booth’s dreams and the disaster as uncanny. 

“There was never any doubt to me that some¬ 
thing was going to happen,” Booth, 23, told the 
Enquirer. “It wasn’t like a dream. It was like 
standing there watching the whole thing — like 
watching television.” 

Booth, an office manager for a car rental 
agency, said the dream bothered him for 10 nights 
before the Chicago crash. He said he would see an

DUNCAN — Considerable discussion occured at city 
council's recent meeting concerning a boundary dispute 
between itself and a member of the Cowichan Indian 
Reserve. 

Council found Itself in a dilemma concerning whether 
it should or should not have to pay legal costs incurred 
by Muriel Joe, the other party in the boundary dis¬ 
pute. * 

The dispute involves a small lane, running south 
from Trunk Road, facing Lakes Road. 

The city wants to run sewer and water pipes along 
the lane, bordered by Joe’s property, but Joe has in¬ 
stalled fence posts in the middle of the lane, claiming 
that the lane is part of the Indian reserve. 

Legal counsel tor Mrs. Joe, John Ewert, in a letter 
to Aid. Mike Coleman, chairman of the liaison commit¬ 
tee, said he understood that Coleman was "not certain” 
whether the city would be paying for a lawyer to do 
research for Muriel Joe to determine whether she has a 
valid claim to a piece of land that the city wishes to use. 

Ewert said he had looked over a form of agreement, 
which he understood had been prepared by the city’s 
solicitor, “and Paragraph 3 seems to indicate that legal 
fees would be paid.” 

Paragraph 3 of the agreement reads: "Duncan cove¬ 


nants and agrees that it will, at its own expense, assist 
‘Joe’ in any research that may be required to deter¬ 
mine legal validity of ‘Joe’s’ claims to ownership of a por¬ 
tion of the said lands, included in the aforesaid road¬ 
way.” 

The agreement was not drawn up by the city solici¬ 
tor, but by local lawyer Don Orchard, and has not been 
signed by either of the parties in the dispute. 

Coleman, who was under the impression that it was a 
wide-open agreement, recommended that under Section 3, a 
ceiling of $1,500 be placed on the research and $150 on legal 
costs incurred by Joe. 

Mayor Ken Paskin did not agree with Coleman. 

He said: "We only agreed to assist Joe by conducting a 
search of the Provincial Archives on her behalf. 

“We only really have an Intent of co-operation. The key 
word was assist.” 

Aid. Dorothy Sellars agreed with Paskin. 

She said: “We only agreed to search the archives. To 
pay out money could be construed as an admission that 
we were in the wrong.” 

Paskin said he was very concerned that the city 
should consider paying any part of legal costs of the 
other party involved in a dispute with the city. 


"This would be using taxpayers’ money against the 
taxpayers,” he said. 

Aid. Mike Caljouw said: “Our only expense should 
have been what it cost us to drive to Vitoria to search the 
archives.” 

Council referred the matter into committee (in cam¬ 
era) and later referred the matter back to its solici¬ 
tor. 

The matter of noise emanating from a local disco, Ju¬ 
liette’s, located on Dobson Street and Trans-Canada High¬ 
way, was again dealt with by council. 

Residents of Dobson Street recently referred to the 
sound coming from the disco as similar to African drums 
and also complained that patrons were frightening el¬ 
derly residents by ringing their doorbells late at night.

formed him that if the problem persists, it’s up to the 
city.

Art dates back centuries 

Needle clubs up sharply

COURTENAY — An art Intro¬ 
duced into England by Hugenot 
refugees from France is still being 
practised here. 

Pillow-lace, made on a pillow 
with bobbins, dates back to Queen 
Elizabeth and was also made by 
nuns of the 15th century. 

The Venetians, who perfected 
the needle or point lace, called it 
Punta In aira or stitches in the 
air. 

The art has been kept alive 
and new clubs have been started in 
this area by members-of the Den¬ 
man and District Lace Club, which 
in June celebrates its 60th an¬ 
niversary. 

BOBBIN LACE was developed 
in Germany in the 15th century and 
soon spread to other countries in¬ 
cluding France. 

Small communities strove to 
make lace superior to their neigh¬ 
bors and from that competition 
emerged Allencon, Chantilly and 
Val laces; from Italy Venice Rose 
Point, and from Brussels Point de 
Gaze and Point d’Esprit. 

It wasn't until 1809 that a ma¬ 
chine to make lace was invented^ 
by an Englishman named John 
Heathcoat. 

How lacemaking is done on a 
pillow by use of multi-bobbins, is 
another story. 

THE CLUB records indicate 
that in the fall of 1919, a young' 
Englishwoman. Miss Elsie 
Spencer of Morecambe, York¬ 
shire, came to visit her brother, 
who lived on Denman Island. The 
island is in Baynes Sound south of 
Courtenay. 

Lacemaking was Miss Spencer's 


hobby and she brought with her a 
large supply of bobbins, pins, linen 
thread and patterns. 

In a short while the lady’s hobby 
had attracted many others and 
soon a class was started. The origi- 
nal class had nine members, 
Mabel Randall, Rose Robertson, 
Maggie Graham, Lizzie Picrcy, 
Eunice Dalziel, Muriel Thorn- 
berry, Alma Christie and May 
Seip, all married women, and Miss 
Elsie Meadows. 

LATER, SEVEN more joined 
the class—May McKay, Elsie 
Watson, Catherine Swan, Edith 
Rourke, Gladys Street, Gertie 
Swan and Ruby Lillai^d. 

Many of the mames read like a 
who's who of early settlers on the 
island and in the Comox Valley. 

After the instruction ended, a 
club was formed which met at 
various homes. The club exhibited 
at the Denman agricultural fair 
and later at Comox, Victoria and 
Vancouver exhibitions. 

At least one of the original 
members is still alive. 

Lacemaking to the uninitiated 
looks like a mind-boggling task but 
lacemakers claim it is really quite 
simple with only three main 
stitches. 

THEY ARE, a half- si tch, a full 
stitch and a full stitch with a 
twist. . • _ 

The lace is made on a pil¬ 
low, which is a circle of ply¬ 
wood padded with straw or shav¬ 
ings and covered with heavy cloth 
or canvas tacked to the under¬ 
side. 

The pillow is then covered with 
satin with a drawstring so it may 
be removed for washing. 


A 

The size of the pillow may vary 
according to the lace being made 
but is usually about 18 inches in 
diameter. Some fashion a bolster 
pillow and then work lace on 
it. 

THE BOBBINS are about four 
inches in length and are of bone or 
wood. 

They are often elaborately 
carved and brightly colored beads 
are placed on the ends and act as 
weights to hold the thread taut. 
The linen thread, or even metallic 
thread, is wound on to the bobbins 
ready to be worked. 

The pattern for the lace may be 
purchased or designed by the lace- '*■ 
maker. 

It is drawn ontracing paper and 
then laid on a thin piece of wood 
known as a pricking board. 

The pattern is then picked out 
with small, brass, rustproof pins 
and the bobbins moved through 
and around the pins to make the 
full, half and full twist stitches. 

THE TUBULAR lace made on a 
pillow which rests on a small 
wooden stand, may also be used 
and is similar to that used by 
lacemakers in Portugal. 

The bobbins are often very old 
with tiny designs or wording such 
as mother. 

Others are carved and some are 
trimmed with silver nailheads. 
Some of the beads used as weights 
are handed down from mother to 
daughter. 

Pillow lace is not only a thing of 
beauty but is also strong. Patterns 
often feature a flower which 
stands up from a lacy pattern be¬ 
neath. 

Corners can be turned and joins 


made without showing, which 
makes pillow lace adaptable to 
hankies and tea cloths. 

' IN 1950, THE club held its golden 
anniversary, celebrating with a 
gala part to which all past mem¬ 
bers were invited. 

Club records show many who 
were invited were unable to attend 
but sent telegrams, letters and 
cards of good wishes. -■ 

Mrs. C. Nikolaisen was club 
president at the time and cut a 
cake decorated in the shape of a 
pillow with tiny bobbins and 
thread. 

In addition to 36 local members, 
guests came from Duncan, Ga- 
briola Island, Vancouver and four 
from the original home, Denman 
Island. 

Four charter members of .the 
club, Rose Robertson, May 
McKay, Elsie Watson and Ger¬ 
trude Swan were present and pre¬ 
sented with corsages. 

FOR THE EVENT, members 
displayed 4ace articles including 
an infant dress with insertions and 
frills of delicate lace. 

So well known did the lace club 
become that prior to the 50th anni¬ 
versary, it received a legacy from 
the estate of Miss N. E. Johnstone 
of Calgary. 

Hundreds of bobbins and other 
lacemaking equipment were duly 
sent to the club to help In its work 
of reviving an ancient art. 

When club members and former 
members meet in June to cele¬ 
brate 60 years of lacemaking, it 
will be time for “rememberwhen” 
and the bustling bobbins will click- 
clack busily through the day as 
nostalgia takes over. 


Piece of history 
loses race 


with day care 


DUNCAN — One of the 
city’s oldest buildings, Arca¬ 
dia School on Club Street, is 
to be demolished, despite 
pleas from Cowichan His¬ 
torical Society that it be de¬ 
clared a heritage site. 

City council at its recent 
meeting moved to demolish 
the building, following dis¬ 
cussions with representa¬ 
tives of the Arcadian Day 
Care Society, current ten¬ 
ants of the building, who ap¬ 
peared as a delegation at the 
meeting. 

In a letter to city adminis¬ 
trator Paul Douville, from 
Historical Society Secretary 
Jack Fleetwood, the society 
asked: “As it is one of Dun¬ 
can’s oldest buildings, erect¬ 
ed in 1891, the society’s 
members expressed concern 
at its anticipated destruc¬ 
tion, and wish to see it saved 
if possible. < 

“We believe funds would 
be obtainable from the pro¬ 
vincial government under 
the Heritage Act for com¬ 
plete restoration of the old 
school, and therefore ask 
that you defer demolition of 
the buildings until this can be 
ascertained, with a view to 
saving it as a heritage 
site.” 

After some discussion with 
the day care representa¬ 
tives, council learned that 
plans for the demolition of 
the present building and re¬ 
construction of a new prefa¬ 
bricated modular unit on the 
same site were too far ad¬ 
vanced to reconsider. "*•> 

Jim Lofstrand, represent¬ 
ing the Arcadian Day Care 
Society, reminded council of 
its previous promise to de¬ 
molish the building and of a 
joint promise by both Dun¬ 
can and North Cowichan 
councils, to provide a con¬ 
crete pad at the site, in order 
that the society could erect 
its modular building on it. 

He said the building would 
be coming to Duncan in three 
sections. 

“We vacate the old build¬ 
ing on July 3. The new one 
will take us about 15 days to 
erect. So we would like the 
old building to be demolished 
as soon as possible. We have 
put a lot of hard work into 
this,” said Lofstrand. 

Aid. Martin Lukaitis won¬ 
dered why, “when every¬ 
body was aware for over a 
year that this was going to 
happen, that the building 
was going to be demolished, 
that the historical society 
should suddenly come up at 
the 11th hour with their pres¬ 
ent suggestion.” 

He said the arrival of such 
a plea at an earlier date 
would have made the matter 
easier to investigate. 

Aid. Doug Barker agreed, 
noting that “we have al¬ 
ready committed ourselves 
to the Arcadian Day Care 
Society.” 

Aid. John Homer suggest¬ 
ed that the city donate the 
building to the historical so¬ 
ciety and that the society be 
responsible for the transfer 
of the building to an alterna¬ 
tive site.

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Ber-nee Ber-nee bids tearful farewell to hockey 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Wearing 
dark glasses and fighting back tears, 
Bernie Parent, one of the National 
Hockey League's outstanding goal- 
tenders, retired Thursday after 14 
years. 

“They tell me I can’t play any¬ 
more," Parent said-after an announce¬ 
ment by Keith Allen, general manager 
of Philadelphia Flyers. 

“Ever since the injury happened 
I’ve been hoping for a good report 
from the doctors," he said. “I’m only 
34 and I wanted to play at least five 
more years, but they tell me I can’t.” 

Parent suffered the injury Feb. 17 in 
a game against New York Rangers 
when a stick penetrated the eye open¬ 


ing of his mask and struck his right 

eye. 

He was in hospital for 10 days and 
did not play the rest of the regular 
season or in the playoffs. 

Both owner Ed Snider and Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Viner, the team physician, said 
Parent was advised to quit because a 
blow to the head or eye could further 
impair his vision. 

"It’s no secret he's had a disabling 
injury," said Dr. Viner in April. "It is 
legitimate to call him disabled per¬ 
manently from an insurance stand¬ 
point." 

Snider announced that Parent’s jer¬ 
sey also would be retired during a 
formal ceremony next season. 

Parent’s goaltending helped the 


Flyers in 1974 become the first expan¬ 
sion team to win the Stanley Cup, 
and repe^ again the following sea¬ 
son. 

Predicting he could continue playing 
until he was 38, Parent once said that a 
goaltender “can play as long as his 
eyes are good." 

Before being injured, the native of 
Montreal played 36 games last season, 
recording four shutouts. He had 89 
goals scored against him last season 
for a 2.70 average. 

Parent’s career has been plagued by 
serious injuries. The five-foot-10, 187- 
pound netminder suffered an ankle 
injury in 1972 and missed nearly an 
entire season In 1975 because of a neck 
disc operation that some say per¬ 


manently robbed him of his great re¬ 
flexes. 

Parent set NHL records for games 
started and won in 1973-74 and for 
playoff shutouts the following season. 
He tied with Tony Esposito of Chicago 
Black Hawks in 1973-74 for the Vezlna 
Trophy, representing the lowest goals- 
against average, and won the trophy 
outright in 1974-75. 

Parent twice led the league in shut¬ 
outs for a season with 12. Parent twice 
won the Conn Smythe trophy as the 
most valuable player of the playoffs. 

A graduate of Niagara Falls juniors 
of the Ontario Hockey Association, 
Parent was a backup goaltender for 
Boston Bruins for two seasons before 
the Flyers obtained him in the 1967 


expansion draft. 

The Flyers traded Parent to Toronto 
Maple Leafs in 1971 . He became the 
first NHL player to jump to the 
new World Hockey Association and 
played for Philadelphia Blazers in 
1972-73. 

The Flyers reacquired Parent in 
1973 from Toronto, which still had 
NHL rights. 

He returned from virtual banish¬ 
ment resulting from his jump to the 
WHA to lead the Flyers to their suc¬ 
cessive Stanley Cup victories. The 
Flyers' fans adored the greying 
goalie, making the huge Spectrum 
echo with cheers of Ber-nee, Ber-nee, 
Ber-nee.

“An astonishing inside look at the world champion New 
York Yankees and their c oast-to-coast rivals." 

The blurb is on the cover of The Bronx Zoo, an account 
of the 1978 American League pennant race as narrated by a 
disaffected relief pitcher. (General Publishing Co., 
$11.95). 

The best thing about The Bronx Zoo is its clever title. As 
sports literature it isn’t in the same league as Instant Replay 
and The Boys of Summer. And as a behind-the-scenes 
tattling it isn’t as interesting or nearly as well done as Jim 
Bouton’s Ball Four. 

The Bronx Zoo isn't so much an inside look at a 
controversial news-making baseball club which has far 
more talent than class than it Is a palliative and an attempt 
at some kind of revenge for Sparky Lyle. In the presumed 
telling it like it is, the many vulgarities tell more about the 
author than anything else. The only recommendation it can 
get here is that there is value in having fans read that there 
is nothing heroic about many of their sports heroes. 

Sparky Lyle, as baseball fans know, is a lefthanded 
relief pitcher of considerable ability. He played a big role 
for the Yankees in their 1976 and 1977 pennant victories and, 
as quickly becomes apparent, spent the 1978 season feeling 
sorry for himself. 

From the time (Nov.22,1977, listening to the radio while 
driving his van in New Mexico) he learned that the Yankees 
had signed relief-pitcher Goose Gossage to a six-year 
contract reported to total $2.75 million, Lyle became an 
increasingly bitter and obsessed employee. The news was 
quite a blow to a fellow with Lyle’s performance record. Not 
only did he have a three-year contract calling for far more 
modest remuneration but, and this was really the hurt, he 
convinced himself he was automatically no better than No. 2 
in the Yankee bullpen. 

“Now that George (owner George Steinbrenner) has 
gotten Gossage he has no choice but to get rid of me” was 
Lyle’s first thought when he learned about his new team¬ 
mate. He decided that day in New Mexico that having 
Gossage as a teammate wouldn’t work for him, and then 
went out to prove it. Successfully. 

* * * 

All those dark summer-long thoughts show up in The 
Bronx Zoo, and what the cover flap calls ” Sparky's locker- 
room candor” is really not as much a story as it is an 
attempt to get a story across. 

We learn, or at least are told, a lot about a lot of people. 
And not much of it is good. 

We are informed that Yogi Berra is a skinflint who 
will use everyone else’s toothpaste and will make off with a 
teammate’s Sporting News if the opportunity presents 
itself; 

That Mickey Rivers, refusing to carry his own luggage, 
choked travelling-secretary George Murphy in an argument 
about it; 

That Lou Piniella sometimes goes berserk when he is in 
a hitting slump and that a new coffee-maker was among the 
things he battered into destruction; 

That Reg Jackson, upset because he was made a 
designated hitter and placed in the sixth slot in the batting 
order, and Rivers, angered because of an edict against 
clubhouse card-playing, took,themselves out of the lineup. 

Lyle is so obsessed with making Steinbrenner look bad 
he leaves the feeling that getting even with the Yankee 
owner for signing Gossage was really the reason for The 
Bronx Zoo. 

But Lyle gets in a lot of licks. Jackson — “When the club 
is playing well, Reggie will hit" and "Reggie once said that 
the only people he can relate to are the writers. That’s 
because they are the only ones who benefit from hearing his 
crap." — is often a target and Lyle’s comments about his 
managers are indeed revealing: 

— “Mauch (Gene) is a good manager blit he doesn’t know 
how to handle pitchers. He’s always screwing up his pitch¬ 
ing.” 

— "Virdon (Bill) was a nice guy but he was one of those 
managers who didn’t know anything about pitching." 

— "One thing that bothers me about Billy (Martin) he 
doesn’t think about pitching that much.” 

¥ ¥ * 

If the Bronx Zoo is an expose, the fellow most exposed is 
the author. He is the central figure and the fellow we get to 
know the best. 

We learn about how he reacted to a young bullpen 
catcher who came up and said “I’m Dominick" in an 
attempt to be friendly. “1 didn’t know who he was,” Lyle 
bragged, "so I said ‘Do you want me to kiss your ring.”' 

And about hbw when hefound that a black widow spider 
had set up housekeeping in the bullpen he went out and 
caught a moth, dropped it on the web and enjoyed watching 
the spider "go to work on that poor s.o.b." 

And about how he refused to pitch when asked to finish 
up for Ron Guidry — “I’m no mop-up man and I’m not going 
to let them treat me like one." 

And how he had no time for a charity affair ("I really 
hate those things") but spent hours in a doctor's office 
getting casts put on airartn and a leg to gain some attention 
at a spring-training workout. 

It was one of the things that happen because Lyle thinks 
of himself as a really funny practical joker. One of his best 
moments, he feels, came when he ripped the telephone off 
the bullpen wall and presented it to Rawly Eastwick, who 
used to hand things he found to Lyle. 

But Lyle’s favorite gambit was stripping to the buff and 
sitting on cakes brought into the clubhouse. He thought it 
was hilarious but finally gave it up because it got some 
publicity and “I figured that some idiotwould put a needle in 
the cake.” 

The modem Yankees are indeed a Bronx zoo. There is 
none of the class of the team which was once a sports 
dynasty, but there is a delicious irony in that the least 
attractive of them turns out to be the guy trying to make 
them look as bad as they are.

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SOOKE AREA SALMON FISHING is rated as the 
poorest on Vancouver Island at the moment, with only a .45 
fish a boat average, but if you do get a fish in Otter 
Secretary Island—Beechey Head—Church Rock- 
Hade Passage-Pedder Bay waters it is likely to be very big 
Iq the 20s, 30s or 40-pound bracket. 

Last week federal fisheries recorded 749 boats in those 
waters, with 247 Chinooks, 36 jack Chinooks and only 58 
grilse. 

Wednesday evening Clive Ramkeesoon landed a 45Vh- 
pounder off Beechey Head and there were some other big 
ones taken off the Beechey Head trap shack. On Friday Ken 
Spoor got a 43'/s-pounder off Beechey Head. The 20-pound 
and up fish are far too numerous to mention, but watch the 
King Fisherman daily lists. 

If you want fun fishing with a good chance of catching 
something try Oak Bay—Trial Island waters where federal 
fisheries estimates a 2.27 fish a boat average catch. But, 
chances are the fish you catch will be a grilse or jack 
Chinook instead of a big lunker like they are getting in Sooke 
waters. Out of 96 boats checked federal fisheries recorded 
218 salmon — only 46 of them five to 25-pound Chinooks. 
Victoria waterfront has been fair with a 1.5 fish a boat 
average. 

Drift fishermen are still getting good catches off the 
James Island powder wharf. Sidney Island, East Point and 
Tumbo Island waters are also producing some nice Chinooks 
in the teens and 20-pound bracket. Some coho are being 
taken on the outside of Active Pass in the Gossip Island 
area. 

Saanich' Inlet fishing has been fair and is improving, 
with about one-quarter of the catch Chinooks from five to 18 
pounds and the rest abobt equally divided between jack 
chinooks. Chinook grilse and bluebacks in the 2% to four- 
pound bracket. 

Herring are plentiful in Sansum Narrows, but salmon 
fishing has been on the slow side, although a few good-sized 
chinooks have been taken.

FROM NANAIMO NORTH TO DEEP BAY fishing has 
been brisk with boat averages between three and four fish, 
mostly coho grilse. 

Off Nanaimo from 1,700 boats checked fisheries record¬ 
ed 240 chinooks, 120 jack chinooks, 250 bluebacks, 60 Chin¬ 
ooks grilse and 4,770 coho grilse, for a 3.2 fish a boat 

average. 

Dorcas Point and Maude Island have been excellent in 
the early mornings and the coho grilse have been snapping 
at pink and red flies, hootchies and herring strip. Five 
Fingers Island, and Entrance Island have been fair to good 
in the early mornings aifll tide changes. Flattop Islands, 
Porlier Pass and Stuart Channel have been fair. 

From Northwest Bay to Deep Bay the average has been 
four fish a boat with 720 boats recording 20 chinooks, 50 jack 
c hinooks and 2,880 bluebacks. 

Mistaken and Ballenas Islands have been hot spots for 
two to three-pounders on bright-colored and yellow flies and 
hootchies, trolled in the early mornings with six to eight 
ounces of weight. 

French Creek. Qualicum and Bowser have all been good 
and off Hornby Island's Norris Rocks anglers have been 
trolling quite shallow with green hootchies and flies and 
picking up limits of blues. Action Flashtails have been 
taking them off Chrome Island lighthouse, with fishing good 
mornings and evenings. 

Comox—Campbell River fishing is steadily improving 
with a few good chinooks showing, but mainly bluebacks 
which have been plentiful along the shore from Little River 
to Oyster River, with pearl and cerise Tom Mack spoons, 
hootchies, white and green flies, trolled behind a dodger, 
sometimes deep and sometimes with only two ounces, 
working well.

Stadler fires brilliant 62 
but upstaged by McGee 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) 

— Jerry McGee, who was 
discouraged and considered 
leaving the tour, responded 
to a pep-talk from his wife 
with an ll-under-par 61 that 
created a remarkable situa¬ 
tion Thursday in the first 
round of the $350,000 Kemper 
Open golf tournament. 

Craig Stadler, who played 
about an hour in front of 
McGee, chipped in three 
times on the way to a 62. or 10 
under par — a record by two 
shots on the, 7,160-yard Quail 
Hollow Country Club course.

Nehemiah, the smooth striding, quick gliding world 
record holder in the 110-metre high hurdles with a time of 
13.0, settled for 13.57 in winning his heat and qualifying for 
today’s semi-finals.

In 
the final series Seattle has 
used a variety of defences — 
straight man-to-man, half¬ 
court and full-court presses 
and a double-teaming trap — 
against the Bullets, keeping 
them off-stride. 

"The reason we show so 


many different defences is 
that we don’t want Washing¬ 
ton to get used to anything,” 
said Seattle coach Lenny 
Wilkens. “By the time they 
adjust to one defence, we’ll 
be showing them another." ■ 

Wilkens, a fine defensive 
guard in his playing days, 
emphasizes defence in his 
coaching. 

“We’re not a great shoot¬ 
ing team,” said Dennis 
Johnson, “but as long as we 


have the defence working for 
us, we know we can win.” 

Dennis has limited Wash¬ 
ington’s shooting guard, 
Kevin Grevey, to 12 points a 
game while scoring 20 him¬ 
self. And while Bobby Dan- 
dridge is averaging 22 a 
game against John Johnson, 
the Bullets’ fine forward has 
been unable to put on any of 
the fourth-quarter heroics 
that marked Washington’s 
earlier playoff victories.

MB firm; 
fjord sale 
ruled out

MacMillan Blocdel is not 
interested in selling any. of 
its 9,000 acres of timberland 
in Princess Louisa Inlet, and 
will only consider a land 
swap, according to president 
Calvert Knudsen. 

“That timber is pjjrt of our 
annual allowable cut, and as 
such is required to provide a 
wood supply for the MacMil¬ 
lan Bloedel manufacturing 
plants which supply B.C. 
communities,” he said 
Thursday. 

“WE ARE fully aware of 
the scenic value of the inlet, 
and we are willing to ex¬ 
change the land we own 
there for timberland of 
equivalent value in any loca¬ 
tion that is available. 

“To date this has- not 
proved possible and we are 
now at the point where we 
must begin to harvest some 
of the timber in order to 
supply the needs of our 
mills." 

News of the planned log¬ 
ging has upset members of 
the Princess Louisa Interna¬ 
tional Society and many 
boaters who have visited the 
beautiful fjord off Jervis 
Inlet. At the head of the 10- 
kilometre-long fjord is 
famed Chatterbox Falls, 
part of a 42-acre provincial 
park. 

KNl'DSEN said a logging 
and regeneration plan had 
been prepared for review by 
the provincial forestry min¬ 
istry, with details of a har¬ 
vest of 597 acres over the 
next four years. 

“Under this plan, no logs 
will be dumped in the inlet 
and logging-trucks will back¬ 
haul over existing logging 
roads and dump in Queen's 
Reach, which has been used 
for a number of years.” 

So far, logging operations 
in the area have been carried 
on by B.C. Forest Products, 
and have been over the ridge 
from the inlet. 

KNUDSEN said precau¬ 
tions would be taken to re¬ 
duce any environmental im¬ 


pact and emphasis would be 
placed on achieving regen¬ 
eration and green up in the 
shortest possible time. 

Princess Louisa society 
president Norman Blan¬ 
chard said that in some 
areas green-up could be 
achieved, if there was a rea¬ 
sonable depth of soil. How¬ 
ever, he said, on some of the 
rocky mountain slopes, 
scars would remain for 100 
years of more. 

According to Knudsen, 
B.C.’s commercial forest is 
shrinking as areas are with¬ 
drawn for single-purpose 
recreation purposes, for 
water storage, power lines, 
roads and urban expansion. 

"WHILE WE are making 
every effort to make maxi¬ 
mum use of the logs we har¬ 
vest and to improve manage¬ 
ment and regeneration of the 
forest resource, we simply 
cannot afford any-reduction 
in our annual allowable cut,” 
he said. 

"The company has made a 
number of significant dona¬ 
tions of land and timber for 
public use and is continually 
facing withdrawals for other 
purposes. 

“Tfie Princess Louisa 
block makes an important 
contribution to our long¬ 
term wood supply and must 
be harvested and regenerat¬ 
ed over time in order to con¬ 
stitute a productive section 
of the forest resource. 

"THE CURRENT logging 
plan is scheduled to take ad¬ 
vantage of an established 
road system. 

“If it is not used now, fu¬ 
ture development would 
likely be from the inlet side 
at considerably more cost 
and would require that more 
timber be logged in the area 
in order to defray the costs of 
development.” 

Knudsen said suggestions 
that MacMillan Bloedel sell 
the land would not solve any 
problems, because the com¬ 
pany needed wood supplies 
for its mills. 

“The timber is part of our 
annual allowable cut. If we 
lose that timber, we must 
have an alternative source 
of supply." he said.

In the letter, Blencoe in¬ 
forms the police board that 
he won’t be able to attend the 
June 7 special meeting 
which has been called to deal 
with the problem of Vic¬ 
toria's rising crime rate and 
the possibility of Introducing 
specialized community po¬ 
licing programs. 

He says he won’t be able to 
make it to the meeting be¬ 
cause of a previous out-of- 
town commitment. 

He takes to task some re¬ 
cent police statistics which 
claim that a few hard-core 
juvenile delinquents are re¬ 
sponsible for an estimated 65 
to 70 per cent of all break-ins 
in Victoria. 

Blencoe says that conclu¬ 
sion is based on the number 
of juveniles arrested for 
break-ins and adds that a to- 
tally false picture can 
emerge from this reason¬ 
ing. 

He says juveniles are less 
experienced in crime and 
tend to get caught more 
easily than their adult count¬ 
erparts. 

“It could be that a very 
high proportion of break-ins 
cleared by the police were 
committed by juveniles but 
that many of those never 
solved were committed by 
adults,” he says. 

On the topic of community 
policing, Blencoe says that 
in his opinion it is the best 
method to prevent crime. 
And crime prevention, he 
says, must be considered of 
equal importance to the ap¬ 
prehension of criminals. 

Blencoe stresses that 
there is no need for Victoria 
to copy an existing model of 
community policing, such as 
the Vancouver one. Instead, 
Victoria should develop its 
own model geared to the 
city's specific crime prob¬ 
lems.

“Dp Havilland is making money and things 
look well, thank you." 

With those words, John Sanford, president of De 
Havilland Aircraft of Canada, launched into a 30- 
minute sales pitch Wednesday for the federal gov¬ 
ernment-owned company's newest line of aircraft— 
the DASH 7, a short takeoff and landing (STOL) 
plane. 

THE DASH 7, according to Sanford, is one of the 
quietest and most fuel-efficient aircraft, which also 
has the advantage of being able to land on a rough 
runway of only 2,200 feet. 

And yes, the DASH 7 could land at Work Point, 
across from the Inner Harbor, where an airport 
could probably be built for less than $1 million. 

Sanford spoke to the Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce luncheon at the Empress Hotel. 

\ A DASH 7 did trial runs with simulated landings 
in the Work Point area. Sanford's address and the 
trial runs had been arranged as part of a seminar on 
Greater Victoria transportation problems. 

SANFORD TOLD his audience of about 250 
chamber members and guests tlfat DASH 7s were 
operating with great success in Austria, Greenland. 
Norway, Spain, the United Kingdom, the U.S., the 
United Arab emirates and northern Ontario. 

The aircraft’s greatest advantages, he said, are 
fuel efficiency, low noise levels, rudimentary run¬ 
way requirements and a competitive price—$5.8 
million. 

He said the earliest De Havilland could deliver 
was 1981. The company had $200 million worth of 
back orders. 

DASH 7s, he said, could be used to serve a 
prospective network that might include Victoria, 
Vancouver, Nanaimo, Port Alberni, Comox and 
Powell River. 

A very important factor, he said, was that a 
DASH 7 could land on a rough gravel surface if 
necessary. 

"A STOL airport ain't that big. Get a few tennis 
courts, put 'em together and you’ve got an airport," 
he said. “And you don't need great amounts of 
concrete to do it."

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Mothballed liner gets call for up-coast run

PORT HARDY — The 1,000-pas¬ 
senger Queen of Surrey will be on 
the Port Hardy-Prince Rupert run 

next year. 

B.C. Ferry Corporation general 
manager Charles Gallagher said 
Thursday that the former Swedish 
cruise ship, bought in 1974 and in 
mothballs for several years, would 
cost $5 million to convert for ser¬ 
vice on the northern run and that 
she would be the Ideal vessel for 


the already-overcrowded service. 

Gallagher said he persuaded the 
corporation board of directors of 
the feasibility and economic 
soundness of his proposal during 
Thursday afternoon's board meet¬ 
ing. 

The first hint that the Queen of 
Surrey could be on the run next 
year came from Premier Bennett 
during a brief speech given to a 
crowd of around 500 to mark the 
opening of a new $2.5 million 
ferry terminal at Bear Cove, a few 
miles from Port Hardy.

The opening of the new terminal 
also coincided with the inaugural 
summer run of the Queen of 
Prince Rupert, which was built for 
the Vancouver Island to Prince 
Rupert rutl. 

The premier told the crowd, 
which included civic officials from 
Alert Bay, Port McNeill, Port 
Hardy and Mount Waddington re¬ 
gion, that the opening of the ter¬ 
minal was just the start ctf a 
transportation and tourist system 
for Bear Cove. 


"I understand the board of 
directors of the ferry corporation 
will be discussing the possibility of 
reactivating the Queen of Sur¬ 
rey, which has double the capacity 
of the Rupert, and bringing her on 
to the run," he said. 

Gallagher said the package he 
intended to present to the board 
included a request for $3 million 
for a ferry terminal at Skidegate 
in the Queen Charlottes.

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AUNT TESTIFIES: 

Physician 
appeared 
to be drunk

ALERT BAY — Veteran local doctor Jack Pickup 
was accused of being drunk and smoking a cigar 
while attempting to massage a girl’s heart back to life 
by aunts of the dead girl, at a coroner’s inquest Thurs¬ 
day. 

Vera Cranmer and Eva Cook were testifying at 
the inquest in the Jan. 22 death of Renee Smith, 11, 
who died of a ruptured appendix five days after being 
admitted to St. George’s Hospital. 

"The sight of Dr. Pickup massaging my niece’s 
heart in an attempt to revive her with a cigar sticking 
out of the corner of his mouth really upset me,” Mrs. 

Cook said. 

Earlier, Mrs. Cranmer 
had testified she saw the 
doctor sitting at a nurses' 
station a short distance from 
Renee’s bed while nurses ap¬ 
plied an oxygen mask to the 
girl's face and fought a des¬ 
perate battle to save her 
life. 

“I thought it was very 
careless of the doctor to be 
smoking a cigar in an area 
covered with 'no smoking’ 
signs,” she said. 

“I have reason to believe 
he was not sober,” she testi¬ 
fied. "He swayed quite vis¬ 
ibly as he made his way to 
the girl’s bed." 

Mrs. Cranmer, giving tes¬ 
timony before a courtroom 
audience that included 
Renee’s mother and father, 
said she was disgusted Pick¬ 
up would be “sitting smok¬ 
ing a cigar at a time when 
my niece was fighting for 
her life.” 

She said Pickup told her he 
was sorry what had hap¬ 
pened to Renee, “but her 
heart just gave out.” 

The witness said shortly 
after the girl’s death Pickup 
told a nurse to give the fam¬ 
ily some sedatives but when 
the nurse handed over an 
envelope containing only 
three pills, the doctor said 
“give them lots, give them 
plenty, make sure there’s 
plenty for everybody."

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Eight radio stations and two 
television stations in the 
Vancouver area were char¬ 
ged Thursday with conspir¬ 
ing to fix advertising prices 
between June 30, 1976, and 
Dec. 1, 1977. 

The Combines Investiga¬ 
tion Branch of the federal 
department of consumer and 
corporate affairs charges 
that the stations conspired to 
lessen competition in the 
sale or supply of radio and 
TV broadcast time for ad¬ 
vertising. 

Named in the charge are 
television stations BCTV and 
CKVU, New Westminster 
radio station CKNW, Van¬ 
couver radio stations CHQM, 
CKWX, CJOR, CJVB, CFUN 
and CKLG and CJJC Lang¬ 
ley. 

Also named are the sales 
managers of the stations at 
the time the alleged conspir¬ 
acy took place. All the ac¬ 
cused are to appear in court 
June 12.

Inventor wrenching

CHICAGO (AP) — Sears, Roebuck and 
Co. was ordered by a federal judge Thurs¬ 
day to return all profits from the sale of a 
socket wrench — possibly in excess of $60 
million — to its 34-year-old inventor, Peter 
Roberts. 

A lawyer for the giant retailer said the 
order would be appealed. "We certainly 
will appeal," said Robert Shoup. “The 
estimated amount of money involved is 
totally inaccurate.” 

Shoup said, however, he did not know 
what the exact profits were. 

LOUIS DAVIDSON, Roberts's lawyer, 
said the settlement, including interest, 
“could well be more than $60 million.” 

A year ago, a federal jury ruled that 
Sears had obtained Roberts' patent fraud¬ 
ulently. The jury awarded him $i million. 
The company lost an appeal, and the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to hear the case. 

Since then, Roberts, owner of a delica¬ 
tessen in Chattanooga, Tenn., has contin¬ 
ued to try to get his contract with the U.S.'s 
largest retailer rescinded. Roberts patent¬ 
ed a socket wrench 16 years ago. when he 
was 18, and sold the rights to Sears for 
$ 10 , 000 .

Report urges

U.S. DISTRICT COURT Judge George 
Leighton cancelled that contract Thurs¬ 
day, ordered the patent returned to Ro¬ 
berts and ruled that the inventor is entitled 
to all profits Sears made on the wrench. 

"Sears was ordered to account to Ro¬ 
berts for all profits the company made on 
the sale-of the wrench from May, 1964, 
when the prototype was first submitted, to 
the present,” said John Davidson, a lawyer 
who worked with his father, on the case. 

“During the trial, records submitted 
showed that Sears up to then had sold 25 
million wrenches and made $44 million 
profit,” John Davidson said. 

AFTER THE RULING Thursday, Ro¬ 
berts said: “It shows how a small man can 
receive justice even against an enormous 
corporation if right is on his side. Right is 
the strongest weapon a person can have." 

Roberts said after the first award he 
never would have sued Sears if “they had 
been honest with me in the first place. 
They told me at the start that there wasn’t 
much need'for my wrench and it probably 
would not sell very well.” •>

VANCOUVER (CP)—The 
royal commission report on 
electoral reform recom¬ 
mends salary increases of 
$3,000 a year plus increases 
in tax-free expense allow¬ 
ances for British Columbia’s 
57 MLAs. , 

The report, which has not 
been tabled in the legisla¬ 
ture, recommends salaries 
be increased to $19,000 a 
year. MLAs also receive $ 8 ,- 
000 tax free for expenses and 
the report recommends an 
increase in the expense al¬ 
lowance based on the size of 
a riding and the distance 
from Victoria. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that B.C. follow other 
provinces and remove the 
automatic voting priviledge 
for British subjects, who are 
allowed to vote after a year’s 
residency in Canada. This 
would mean only Canadian 
citizens will be allowed to 
vote in future B.C. elec¬ 
tions. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that campaign dona¬ 
tions to provincial political 
parties be made tax deduct¬ 
ible. The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment already plans to in¬ 
troduce legislation this 
session to make this provi¬ 
sion rectroactive to before 
the May 10 provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

Judge Lawrence Eck- 
ardt’s interim report in¬ 
creased the size of legisla¬ 
ture to 57 seats from 55 
seats. 

New Democratic MLAs- 
Charlcs Barber of Victoria 
and Graham Lea of Prince 
Rupert expressed surprise 
that the report had been 
made public before being ta¬ 
bled in the house. 

Beth agreed that the take- 
home pay of MLAs is consid¬ 
erably distorted. 

“I don’t think any MLA 
would be concerned about a 
raise in pay if the $24,000 
($16,000 plus $ 8,000 tax free) 
was supplemented by more 
generous expenses," Barber 
said. "Up-country MLAs de¬ 
finitely require some kind of 
a break on their travelling 
expenses and urban MLAs 
need more assistance on 
their actual expenses.” 

Lea said MLAs “would 
rather underpay ourselves 
than face the wrath of the 
electorate. . . The fact is 
that on an hourly basis for 
work done, B.C. MLAs aren’t 
very much above the mini¬ 
mum wage.” , 


TORY JOB-CUT ‘ADVISER’ 
SAYS HE’S HOAX VICTIM 


OTTAWA (CP) — A Toronto business¬ 
man, reported to have been asked by Joe 
Clark’s office for advice on eliminating 
excess public service jobs, says he is the 
victim of a hoax. 

Steven Shaw of Steven Shaw Associates, 
job placement firm, said he received 
a call last week from someone allegedly 
from the Conservative leader’s office ask¬ 
ing how the party could carry out a pledge 
to cut 60,000 jobs from the civil service. 


Donald Doyle, Clark's press secretary, 
said Thursday the whole thing was hoax. 

“Nobody has called Shaw," he said. 

“Nobody knows Shaw." 

Shaw, who says he would be happy to 
take on the job, says he was suspicious 
about the call. 

But, he adds, “you have to take the 
caller’s word as gospel truth when you’re 
on the telephone." 


Mechanics 
spot failing 
DC-10 pylon

CHICAGO (AP) — Two United Airlines mechan¬ 
ics who found failures in an engine mounting on a 
grounded DC-10 said Thursday that they feel the 
engine eventually would have fallen off the air¬ 
plane. 

“It gives you a funny feeling in the pit of your 
stomach,” said mechanic Ernest Gigliotti, whose 
discovery may have prevented another disaster such 
as last Friday’s Chicago crash that killed 274 per¬ 
sons. 

“If left, I think eventually it would havabeen a 
very serious condition,” added Gigliotti, 31, a United 
mechanic for more than 10 years. "The pylon would 
have separated from the wing." 

HIS FELLOW MECHANIC, 13-year-veteran 
Lorin Schluter, agreed. 

The two men found cracks in the pylon spar 
webbing — a horizontal reinforcing plate at the top of 
the pylon that mounts to the wing. That led the FAA 
to ground all such U.S.-registered jets for more 
extensive inspections. 

The United mechanics also found fasteners as 
well as some of the bolts in the rear mounting 
mechanism sheared off, and a missing bolt, Gigliotti 
said. 

United said further inspection of the DC-10 after 
the groundings also turned up a crack in one of two 
braces that support the reinforcing plate, 

WHILE INSPECTING the rear pylon engine 
mount that attaches to the wing, Gigliotti said he saw 
metal powder which led him to believe "the bearing 
might-have been loose or wearing out." 

The aft mount stabilizes the entire engine assem¬ 
bly, Gigliotti said. 

He said he then pushed on the front of the 
massive engine while Schluter watched the rear 
pylon mount for abnormal movement. 

"Normally there is no side-to-side movement," 
Schluter said. But there was. "It looked like some¬ 
thing was wrong. . .,’’ said Gigliotti. "We knew we 
had trouble." 

FAA confirms 
dream report 
of air disaster 

CINCINNATI (UP1) — Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration officials have confirmed that a Cincinnati 
man’s premonitions of an airplane disaster were 
uncannily similar to last Friday’s crash that killed 
274 people. “ 

David Booth says he had nightmares about an 
American Airlines plane crash for 10 nights before a 
DC-10 smashed into the ground near Chicago. 

He told the Cincinnati Enquirer he was so dis¬ 
traught over the nightmares that he called Greater 
Cincinnati Airport authorities, who relayed the de¬ 
tails to FAA officials in Atlanta three days before the 
crash. 

ONE F’AA OFFICER described similarities be¬ 
tween Booth's dreams and the disaster as uncanny. 

“There was never any doubt to me that some¬ 
thing was going to happen,” Booth, 23, told the 
Enquitpr. "It wasn't like a dream. It was like 
standing there watching the whole thing like 
watching television.” 

Booth, an office manager for a car rental 
agency, said the dream bothered him for 10 nights 
before the Chicago crash. He said he would see an 
American Airlines plane with three engines bank to
